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THE EFFORTS TO HEAL EXISTING 
DIFFERENCES. 

MR. GLADSTONE’S IRISH SCHEME SAID TO 
MAKE THE PEOPLE TENANTS OF THE 
EMPIRE—THE OIL FIELDS IN EGYPT. 

Lonpor, March 22.—The political dead- 
fook continues. The Earl of Rosebery, Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, to-day held a confer- 
ence with Mr. Gladstone. The Cabinet has not 
been summoned to a special meeting to-day, 
although it was rumored on Saturday that the 
Political situation would render such a summons 
necessary. Mr. John Morley, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland; Earl Granville, Secretary for the 
Colonies; Earl Spencer, ex-Irish Viceroy and 
now President of the Council, and Mr. Gladstone 
are discussing plans for the adjustment of the 
differences at present disturbing the Cabinet. 

It is affirmed this evening by persons believed 
to know, that there never has been any founda- 
tion for the statement that Mr. Gladstone in- 
tended to ask autbority to issue a loan in order 
to secure funds tocarry out his scheme to buy 
out the real estate owners of Ireland. It is now 
declared that the Premier in his scheme pro- 
poses the appointment of a commission of ex- 
perts to fix the value of the various land proper- 
ties in Ireland, which at these valuations are to 
be handed over to the possession of the Govern- 
ment in exchange for consols. In this way Ire- 
land is to be made a debtor to the empire for the 
entire amount paid to the landlords, together 
with interest, the whole sum to be repaid into 
the Imperial Treasury by Ireland in installments 
within the term of 50 years, at the end of which 
term the lessees are to become the owners. This 
plan involves a domestic arrangement between 
the Government of Ireland and the tenants— 
Ireland becoming the tenant of the empire and 
Bubletting to the occupiers at sums whose 
aggregate will include rent, taxes, and a levy to 
meet the interest on the consols and create a 
Binking fund for their final liquidation. It 
necessarily involves home rule. 

Mr. Gladstone occupied bis usual place in the 
House of Commons this afternoon. He appeared 
to bein excellent health and spirits. Mr. H. Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, Secretary for War, announced 
thatthe Government had withdrawn the British 
troops on the Nile to Assouan. Sir William 
Vernon-Harcourt, Chancelior of the Exchequer, 
replying to Mr. Goschen, said the Government 
was not disposed to appoint a. special committee 
to examine into and report upon the silver ques- 
tion, because the special commission which was 
now inquiring into the causes of the depression 
of trade would in ail probability cover the 
silver question in its work. 

The discovery of an oll field in Upper Egypt 
has attracted attention here. The ‘imes’s cor- 
respondent at Suez says the discovery of the 
oil was made by Nubar Pasha’s expedition into 
the Soudan, and states that the geological 
formation of the country where the discovery 
was nade is such as to indicate the undoubted 
presence of oil in large deposits and in more 
than one stratum. The correspondent avers 
that even with the present extremely crude 
method of lifting the petroleum to the surface 
there has been obtained from a single well as 
much as 12 to 15 barrels a day. The specific 
gravity of the fluid thus far obtained is report- 
ed at .880. The territory is not far from the Red 
Sea coast, and is described as easily accessible. 
The Government survey indicates the existence 
of a large oil field. The authorities have or- 
dered a number of borings to be made for the 
purpose of defining the field, and nave set about 
developing the yield on the largest possibie scale. 


Lonpon, March 23.—The Daily News, re- 
ferring to the political situation, says: ‘“ Allef- 
forts to effect a compromise have failed. The 
crisis is on the land question, because 
that was the first question to be presented to the 
Cabinet. Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Trevelyan 
are just as implacably opposed to the home rule 

heme. Mr. Gladstone is much annoyed 

y the erroneous reports of his scheme which 
have been givento the public. The authentic 
statement wiil show that his project differs 
widely from the published accounts of it.”

EMPEROR WILLIAM’S BIRTHDAY. 

Berxin, March 22.—The Emperor Will- 
jam’s complete restoration to health is ascribed 
to the warm weather now prevailing. To-day 
is the eighty-ninth anniversary of the Emperor's 
birthday. The newspapers take the occasion to 
pay him the most fervid tributes. On Saturday 
evening he witnessed the tableaux vivants 
representing Liszt’s oratorio ** St. Elizabeth” at 
the Royal Opera House. The theatre was 
crowded to its utmost capacity by an enthusi- 
astic audience. The performance was repeated 
ata matinée on Sunday. Tickets sold at a high 
figure. The proceeds of both entertainments 
‘were handed over to the Roman Catholic Order 
of Gray Sisters. A telegram was received by 
the Emperor to-day from the Pope congratulat- 
ing him on attaining his eighty-ninth year and 
expressing his cordial wishes for the continu- 
ance of prosperity to the Emperor and his 
family. 

The city was decorated with flags and was 
filuminated in the evening. The Emperor ap- 
peared at the windows of the palace and was re- 
ceived with vociferous greetings by enormous 
crowds. All the foreign sovereigns telegraphed 
their congratulations. Thousands of similar 
telegrams were received from all parts of the 
world.

THE RIOTING IN BELGIUM. 
BrvssEts, March 22,—The earlier reports 
ofthe Anarchist riots at Jemeppe, Tilleur, and 
Beraing, in Belgium, on Saturday night, were all 
far short of the actual truth. A great amount 
of property was damaged or ruined at each 


lace by the rioters. At Liege,on the same 
icht, there was an open conflict between the 
troops which had been massed there for the pro- 
tection ot the place and a large body of An- 
rchists who were marching against the town 
for the purpose of attacking and looting 
t. The fight was severe and prolonged, but 
finally resulted in the repulse of the Anarchists. 
They were not driven from the field, however. 
until the troops charged upon them with fixed 
bayonets. A large number of men on both sides 
were injured. Some idea of the serious nature 
of the Anarchist demonstration may be formed 
from the fact that to-day no less than 6,000 
regular troops are on duty guarding the @is- 
trict disturbed by the rioters on Saturday. The 
gendarmes and strikers at Seraing are in disor- 
ganized conflict to-day, and both sides bave 
been firing on each other. Many persons have 
been wounded.

A DESPERATE ENCOUNTER WITH A BAND 
OF HORSE THIEVES. 

Brsmarcge, Dakota, March 22.--A des- 
perate struggle between cowboys and horse 
thieves is reported from the Upper Missouri 
River country, and it is bélieved the former 
are on a general raid in search of men who 
have robbed them of punies and cattle. 
A report which reached here to-day is 
to the effect that a party of cow- 
boys came upon a number of horse 
thieves in the timber on the river bank, 
about 100 miles north of Bismarck, and efter the 
exchange of several shots the thieves gave up 
the fight and attempted toescape. Charles Brad- 
dock and Jack O'Brien, two of the outiaws, were 
killed in the fight on the river bank. Four of 
the horse thieves reached the river and rode 
out on the ice, hoping to escape in 
that way. Two of the horses. broke 
through the ice, and, with their riders, 
were swept away. The two other thieves re- 
turned to the river bank, where the cowboys 
were waiting. Therethey were bound on the 
backs of ponies and taken away to parts un- 
known, probaby for an old-fashioned, but. pict- 
uresque, cowboy trial.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 22.—Manager 
John Stetson, of Boston, to-day applied te the 
United States Circuit Court for an injunction 
prohibiting the Alfa Norman Opera Company 
from producing ** The Mikado” in this city, as 
advertised, with the usual orchestral accompani- 
ment. The case came up this afternoon, and the 
injunction was handed down at once by Judges 
Colt acd Carpenter, as they had decided to follow 
Judge Forvell’s decision in ** The Redemption” 
ease. The restraining order enjoins Robert 
Morrow, R. E. J. Miles, and C, A. Byrne from 
any public performance of any opera or other 
musical work under the name of Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s **Mikado,” or any performance of 
“The Mikado,” except with the music of the 
published pianoforte score, played by a piano 
or organ, or both, until the further order of the 

‘ he citation is made returnable on 
March 29. 

“The Mikado” was produced by the Alfa Ner- 
man Company to-night with the accompani- 
ment of three pianos. There was not a large at- 
tendance, but a Jarge sale has been made for 
Tuesday night. Manager Ramsay Morris said 
to-night that “The Mikado” performance would 
be continued until Wednesday night, when a 
change of programme would be made. He pro- 
posed to fight the injunction on the 29th. 





“SHEENY MIKE” ARRAIGNED. 
Troy, N. Y., March 22,—‘*Sheeny Mike” 
Was arraigned in the Court of Sessions this after- 
noon to plead to an indictment charging him 
with burlary, his second offense. In addition to 
alleging that Kurtz had a hand in the Marks 


burglary the indictment charged that he had 
Previously been implicated in a burglary in Bos- 
ton. His counsel, Peter Mitchell, of New- 
York, demurred tothe indictment, because the 
Boston burglary was committed in another State. 
District Attorney Rhodes replied that the Boston 
burglary was included in the indictment in order 
to determine the grade of punishment if Kurtz 
should be convicted. The demurrer was over- 
ruled. Kurtz was then ordered to piead, and by 
advice of his counsel he stood mute. A plea of 
not guilty was entered, and the District Attorney 
announced that he would move the trial on 
Thursday.. Mr. Mitchell vainly pleaded for de- 
lay, stating that he had important engagements 
in New-York on that day, and that his client did 
not have sufficient time to arrange his defense. 
Judge Fursman, remarking that Kurtz had 
wasted a great deal of time in Flurida seeking to 
avoid extradition, refused to postpone the trial. 

The officers deny the report that Kurtz had 
madea confession. His wife and brother are 
here, and he is well supplied with funds. 


A CITY FOUND GUILTY. 
Toronto, March 22.—For many years 
past Toronto has allowed its Police Court Build- 
ing, Central Police Station, and lock-up 
to remain in a disgraceful and _ foul 
condition, and the judicial authorities 
lately conceived a novel plan of  bring- 


ing the city Alaermen to time and com- 
pelling the erection of a suitable building 
for the police authorities. The Grand Jury 
found a true bill against the city for mauin- 
taining a nuisance. The city corporation 
was indicted, tried by a jury, and to-day 
found guilty. The evidence showed that 
policemen confined to duty in the building 
contracted typhoid fever and other serious 
maladies from stench which pervaded the at- 
mosphere in the old building. A police magis- 
trate said the air was so foul and 
thick he could = almost cut it with 
a knife. The County Crown Attorney 
and Police Court Clerk have died within a few 
months past, and some attribute their death to 
the confinement in this building. Tne Judge re- 
served sentence, but will’ impose a very heavy 
fine on the city unless the erection of a new 
building is commenced immediately. 








BALL PLAYING AT YALE. 

NEw-HAVEN, Conn., March 22.—Capt. P. 
B. Stewart, of the Yale University ball nine, 
bas drawn up a plan to encourage ball playingin 
the colleze. He proposes that there be nines 
from each of the four academic classes and one 
from the Sheffield Scientific School, members of 
the university nine being debarred from playing 
in these teams. Each nine is to play two games 
with each of the other nines, making 
a total of 20 games in the whole series. A second 
diamond will be made on the athletic field, and 
thus four games can be played a week. Mem- 
bers of the winning team will receive flags as 
trophies, and prizes will be given for the best 
batting average, the best flelding average, and 
the best batting and fleiding average combined. 
The plan is very favorably regarded by the stu- 
dents and will probably be adopted. 





THE CAUSE OF THE HURRICANE. 
PirtsBuRG, March 22.—The hurricane 
which struck Murraysville yesterday morning 
and destroyed considerable property has been 
thesubject of discussion among scientific men. 


The fact that the storm was !ocal in its ferocity 
has been traced to the terrible fire. 

“There is little doubt,” said a well known 
engineer, “that the velocity of the storm was 
caused, or at least increased by, the huge up- 
ward current of hot air at the scene of the con- 
flagration. The heat was so great that the up- 
ward current of air virtually sucked the out- 
ward atmosphere to the scene. The wells of air 
rushed into the §vacuum created, and, meeting, 
formed the cyclone which caused the devasta- 
tion. I think it is the first case on record where 
a pas such heat as to bring about this 
result. 





BURIED BY FALLING ROCR. 

PorTsvILLE, Penn., March 22.—A terrible 
accident occurrea this morning in the tunnel of 
the Pottsville and Mahanoy Railroad, at Horse- 
shoe Curve, just outside this city. Shortly after 
the day shift went on a tremendous fall 
of top rock took place, burying about 20 
workmen, mostly Italians. James W. Wright 
andan Italiau known as ‘* Number Five” were 
killed outright, and Samuel Backus, Lew Ruber, 
John Coller, of St. Clair, (an American,) and a 
steam driller were seriously injured, the three 
last named, it is thought, fatally. A dozen 
others sustained painful scalp and tlesh wounds. 





BROWN & BROTHERS’ PLANT SOLD. 

WATERBURY, Conn., March 22,—A large 
Part of the idle plant of Brown & Brothers was 
sold Saturday to. E. F. Randolph, of New-York, 
Treasurer of Bradstreet’s Commercial Agency, 


and George H. Cloves, for some time Assistant 
Treasurer of Brown & Brothers. The sale in- 
cludes most of the extensive brick buildings, by- 
draulic machinery, and strip of land from Nau- 
gatuck to the New-England Railroad, 450 by 125 
feet. The price paid was $40,000.

FIGHTING TARIFF REFORM 


MR. RANDALL MAKING WAR ON 
THE MORRISON BILL 
HIS HOSTILE PLANS DISCOVERED—SENATOR 
LOGAN OPPOSED TO SECRET SESSIONS— 
THE BECK-EDMUNDS FIGHT. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Once more Mr. 
Randall rises into notice as the obstructor of his 
own party in Congress in its attempt to revise 
the tariff. For several months he has managed 
to keep silent. It was given out by some of his 
friends that he would favor a proper tariff. 
That, of course, could only be a tariff that would 
not unpleasantly affect any interest in his con- 
stituency, and it must be a tariff that he sug- 
gested. But he would say nothing about the 
Morrison bill when it was introduced, and 
has said little until all the hearings were 
over, and the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee began to consider the bill with 
a view to reporting it to the House. Exactly 
how he came to the conclusion that he ought to 
oppose the bill now no one but he can positively 
tell. There have been rumors that he would 
organize just such an opposition as he did in the 
last Congress, and fight his party with Repub- 
lican allies. It has not surprised the friends of 
a lower tariff to hear that he has declared that 
protection Democrats must not vote with Mr. 
Morrison, and that he has made headway in 
seeking recruits by appealing to Southern 
members to refuse to support a tariff re- 
duction measure unless it provides aiso fora 


reduction of internal revenue. As if to make 
any reduction or change more difficult, it is 
given out that he insists that there shall be no 
revision unless specific duties shall be adopted 
wherever possible; that there shall bea thor- 
ough revision of the administrative sections of 
the tariff 'aws and advances in the rates of duty 
on several articles. By finding out what Mr, 
Randall does not want, Mr. Morrison, instead of 
being absolutely defeated, has been feeling a 
sort of savage sense of victory to-day. Perhaps 
he will take advantage of the knowledge 
he has obtained to rally his forces and 
compel Mr. Randall to show whether he 
is for any reduction of tariff taxes. The out- 
look is that again the plxin bus:ness proposition 
to get rid of excess}ve taxes will sink into a bit- 
ter contest between two members of the House 
to determine which shall be entitled to the lead- 
ership. Having found out what Mr. Randall is 
opposed to, and how he expects to secure sup- 
port in his opposition, the Morrison men will 
undoubtedly make an effort to pruneand re- 
arranve the Tariff bill sothat Mr. Randall will 
have less reason for opposing it, while he must 
lose some of the men wbom he hascounted upon 
as being so injured by proposed changes as to be 
ready fora revolt. By dropping iron ores and 
other ores out of the free list, and by rejecting 
the proposed changes in the metal schedule, 
some progress may be made toward depriving 
Mr. Randall of the reasons he bas given for op- 
position. Then by striking out the clauses re- 
garding taxes on glass, earthenware, and pot- 
tery further objections will be removed, and the 
support of‘the Democrats who are to be affected 
by those proposed changes will be taken from 
Mr. Randall. When thisis done, and wool has 
been added to the free list, it is expected that Mr. 
Randall will come out flatiy asan opponent of all 
tariff tinkering. The Morrison men have felt 
that there was trouble ahead. They have feared 
that Mr. Randall would be able to command 
enough votes of Democrats to defeat the biil by 
voting with the Republicans, To-day Mr. Ran- 
dall makes a sort of declaration of war through 
a Pennsylvania paper, and as a result the Ways 
and Means Committee met nt the house of Mr. 
Mills, of Texas, and, with Speaker Carlisle, dis- 
cussed thessituation and the programme which 
Mr. Morrison is convinced he must adopt if he is 
to accomplish anything in the direction indl- 
cated by his bill. 

The conference at Mr. Mills’s over the Tariff 
bill continued to a late hour to-night. Ali the 
Democratic members of the Ways and Means 
Committee, together with Speaker Carlisle, par- 
ticipated in the discussion of the proposed 
changes in the bill. There was only incidental 
reference to Mr. Randall, whose opposition was 
perfectly understood and believed not to be 
against special articies but against any reduc- 
tions. The bill will be modified by dropping 
the free ore items proposed by Mr. ew- 
itt, the metal schedule, glass, and pot- 
tery. The reduction on sugar will be 10 
instead of 20 per cent.,as proposed by Mr. Mor- 
rison in the billas introduced. Fish not in oils, 
fiax, and other unmanufactured fibres, will be 
added to the free list. Wools will also be free— 
an additional item—and woolen goods are to pay 
85 per cent. ad valorem. Linens will pay 80 per 
cent. ad valorem. The committee, while dis- 

osed to regard reasonable criticism, {s bound to 

ave some sortof a bill to fight for. It is be- 
lieved by its members that these changes will 
make it acceptable to a@ majority of the House.

There was a temporary renewal of the interest 
in the debate on the Senate’s power to call upon 
the Executive for private papers relating to sus- 


pended officers, when Senator Colquitt, of 
Georgia, took the floor to-day, and the Senator 
had more of an audience than the speakers who 
have reoently preceded him. Mr. Colquitt had not 
before been heurd In anything like a set speech 
in the Senate, and members on both-sides of 
the chamber were disposed to listen to him. 
Long before he had finished his speech he had 
compelled attention by the force of his argu- 
ments and the effective and vigorous manner in 
which he presented them. Contrary to the exam- 
ple of most of his colleagues, Mr. Colquitt used no 
manuscript and he was not obHged to mar the 
effect of his speech by confining himself to his 
desk and keeping his eyes fixed ubon notes. 
Stepping out from his desk into the space at 
the rear of the Democratic seuts, the Senator 
exposed the faisity of the Republican position 
and the bypocrisy and partisanship of its chief 
supporters in such a positive manner that both 
Mr. Hoar and Mr. Logan felt calied upon to in- 
terrupt him at various times in vain efforts to 
break the force of hisremarks. They falied to 
disconcert the Georgia Senator, however. and he 
was skillful enough promptly to turn their 
interjected remarks to the  strengthen- 
ing of his own reasoning. When Mr. 
Colquitt sat down he was quickly surrounded 
by Senators, who shook his hand and warmly 
congratulated him upon having made one of 
the best speeches on the pending dispute. Among 
the points brought out by Mr. Colquitt in re- 
viewing the Edmunds report on the Duskin case 
was one which had escaped the attention of 
other speakers and of which the Georgia Sen- 
ator made good use in showing the animus of 
the Vermont Senatorin preparing the report. 
Mr. Colquitt directed attention to the appendix 
to the Edmunds report, giving the number of 
persons suspended from office by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, ‘“‘asindicated by the Executive 
nominations delivered to the Senate during 
the first 30 days of the present session.” 
There was a tone of decided irony in the Sen- 
ator’s voice as he pointed out that Mr. Edmunds 
had so worded this statement as to lead the 
people who read it to believe that the 643 sus- 
pensions bad been made within 80 days, when in 
fact they covered a period of eight months. The 
Senator’s voice was equally ironical when he 
remarked that he would not think of accusing 
the Vermont Senator of having deliberately 
chosen a misleading form of expression. Those 
who heard Mr. Colquitt will watch with some 
curiosity for the reply to his questions as to 
what earthly relation a table of suspensions has 
to the refusal to furnish papers in the Duskin 
ease and why it should be appended to the Ed- 
munds report. ay

That body met to-day 
and took up the Beck resolution, and it is un- 
derstood that there was a repetition of the very 
spirited tilt between Mr. Beck and Mr. Ed- 
munds which aroused the latter’s anger to 
such a high pitch last week. The remarks which 
passed between the two Senators are said to 
have been even more pointed than on Wednes- 
day, for they were made in the privacy of the 
committee room with no outsiders pres- 
ent to restrain theirlanguage. Mr. Beck holds 
himself ready to make good his charge that Mr. 
Edmunds knew in 1881 that Duskin was utterly 
unfit to hold any office under the Government, 
provided he is permitted to use the rec- 
ords of the Senate and the Judiciary 
Committee for that purpose. He is also 
credited with having some_ information 
of a conversation between Mr. Edmunds and 
President Arthur, in which the former warmly 
denounced the nomination pf Duskin. Mr. Ed- 
munds is reported as not at All pleased with the 
position in which he has been placed by Mr. 
Beck, and the scene in the committee room is 
said to have impressed that fact upon all the 
members who were present. Mr. Edmunds is 
not yet prepared to have the information re- 
garding Duskin which he has 1n his possession, 
but which he demands that the Administration 
shall furnish, dragged out of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. That would rob him‘of capital, of which 
he has none to spare. The committee reached 
no conciusion on the Beck resolution. 
* 

Nobody who has watched the sayings and 
doings of Senators for any length of time can 
doubt that the idea of considering Executive 


nominations with open doors is steadily gaining 
ground in the senate, and that the friends of 
open sessions have good reason for their confi- 
dence in ultimate success. A year ago only 
laughter would have eregted any one who 
prophesied that during the next session of the 
Senate three propositions to open the doors 
- would be made by ag many Senators; yet this 





bas been done. On Jan. 29 Mr. Platt, who 
had bad little to say on the subject, offered 
@ resolution that all Executive nominations 
should be considered in open session except 
when otherwise ordered by the Senate. Last 
week, Mr. Van Wyck, who has always insisted 
that the public had the right to know why nom- 
inations were confirmed or rejected, presented 


an amendment to the Edmunds resolutions, call-, 


ing for public consideration of theso-called con- 
tested nominations, To-day, Mr. Logan, who is 
an obedient follower of Mr. Edmunds in the con- 
troversy with the Executive, but who does not 
indorse the Vermont Senator’s desire to keep 
his action on nominations secret, introduced a 
resolution providing that all proceedings 
relating to nominations, confirmations, or 
rejections shall be held with open door, 
ana that a public record of the same 
shall be kept as in legislative sessions. At 
his request the resolution was laid upon the 
table to be taken upon a future day, when he 
will give his reasons for advocating its adop- 
tion, The fact that three Senators have had the 
courage to advocate in this emphatic. way what 
a good majority of the whole body undoubtedly 
believe should be done is taken as convincing 
evidence that the wiping out of secret executive 
sessions is only a question of a few months, if 1t 
is not brought about ina few weeks. 


Three Republican Senators and one Democratic 
Senator, members of the District Committee, 
voted to-day in favor of reporting the nomina- 


tion of Mr. James C, Matthews, of Albany, to be 
Recorder of Deeds of the District, and three 
Democrats and one Republican voted against 
reporting it. Upon this tie vote an adverse re- 
port was ordered, and will be made in the execu- 
tive session. The affirmative votes were those 
of Ingalls, Pike, and Palmer, Republicans, 
and Brown, Democrat. The negative votes 
were those of Blackburn, ance, and 
Harris, Democrats, and Riddieberger, Republic- 
an. It is an interesting vote. ‘he Senators 
from North Carolina, Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
Virginia must be assumed from their action to 
regard the appointment of a negro to an office 
of trust and profit in the District as improper or 
as an unnecessary assurance of the good will of 
the Administration toward a race that was 
falsely reported by Mr. Blaine to be in ab- 
ject terror when the news was received of the 
election of a Democratic President. 
Brown, of Georgia, it does not appear to be an 
unnecessary or unwise act of the President. He 
plainly has hope that such an assurance to the 
negroes of Georgia will be worth something po- 
litically, in a State where the negroes are rela- 
tively more numerous than they are in the States 
represented by Mr. Blackburn, Mr. Vance, and 
Mr. Harris. The adverse report will not neces- 
sarily mean a rejection of Matthews. He may 
be confirmed by Republican votes. If rejected 
the President will find another candidate.

Active steps are being taken by the friends of 
the Lowell Bankruptcy bill to secure action 
upon the measure in the House of Representa- 


tives before the close of the session. A meeting 
of members of ‘the House Judiciary Committee 
and one Representative fromm each State, was 
held to-night at the residence of Mr. James, 
of New-York, at which the best meth- 
ods of securing the passage of the bill 
were discussed. The outlook is very encouraging 
to the supporters of the measure, and it was 
found on comparing notes to-night that the bill 
aturts off with at least as many friends in the 
House as 1t had 1n the last Congress, when it fell 
only a trifle short of the two-thirds vote then 
necessary to procure it a hearing. There is little 
doubt that the efforts putin motion at to-night’s 
conference will result in making a law of the 
Bankrupt bill.

The nomination of John H. Oberly to bea 
Civil Service Commissioner has apparently 
proved of special interest to Senator Logan, who 


does not like some of the comments which have 
been made upon his course in agreeing to the 
confirmation of Postmaster Judd to succeed 
Mr. Palmer in the Chicago Post Office. In the 
executive session to-day Mr. Logan read a let- 
ter written by Mr. Oberly in April last to the 
Postmaster-General, in which hestated that there 
were charues of offensive partisanship against 
Mr. Palmer in Chicago, and that 1f proof of the 
charges was wanted it could be had trom Chi- 
cago Democrats. Mr. Oberly also wrote that if 
these charges were true Mr. Palmer ought to be 
suspended, and if he was suspended that Mr. 
Judd would be a good man to succeed him. 
The letter was signed by Mr. Oberly as Chair- 
man of the lilinois State Democratic Com- 
mittee. The charges to which Mr. Oberly re- 
ferred were talked about a good deal at the time, 
and were to the effect that Mr. Palmer had taken 
a very active partina big Blaine campaign meet- 
ing,and instructed the employes of the Post Office 
todothesame. Mr. Logan felt called upon to 
explain to the Senate that he had consented to 
the confirmation of Judd as Palmer's successor 
because the Post Office Department had assured 
him that the charges against Palmer had not 
been proved. The Illinois Senator had the 
Oberly letter referred to the Committee on Civil 
Service and Retrenchment, which has the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Oberly under consideration. Dur- 
ing the executive session replies were received 
from Secretary Manning to two resolutions call- 
ing for papers in the cases of suspended officers, 
Mr. Mannine’s answers were, of course, declina- 
tions to furnish the documents. 





THE DESPERADO DIES GAME. 
OAKLAND, Neb., March 22.—Ed Johnson, 
the desperado who murdered Farmer Steadman 
and then for two days successfully fought 100 
men, shooting four and keeping the rest at bay, 
died game, ana his pursuers were not given the 


privilege of hanging him. At 9 o’clock last 
night two men succeeded in reaching the 
barn unseen, They fired the building, and at 
the same instant set fire to some straw stacks, 
which lighted up the ground fora mile, pre- 
venting Jobnson from sneaking away. He made 
no effort to do so. From the windows and 
loophole he sent shot after shot into 
the crowd, but his bullets flew high 
and no one was hurt. Hedid not ask for quar- 
ter, but when almost overpowered by the heat 
and smoke, tried to smother himself ina wheat 
bin. This morning the body was found, doubled 
into a ball, with the hands and face’ buried in 
Hp wheat. He was disfigured beyond recogni- 
tion. 

Johnson was an old plainsman, and had a rec. 
ord under the names of Grant, Stanley, and 
Allan Wright. The death of Everett, shot on 
Sunday morning, is momentarily expected, It 
is possible that one of the Johnsons will recover, 
In the burned barn were 10 horses, several cows, 
and a large quantity of grain. The loss will 
reach $10,000 and is uninsured. 





THE DOWNS-TABER CASE. 

Boston, Mass., March 22.—A new turn 
has been taken in the Downs-Taber case. Itisnow 
stated that it will not be begun in the Superior 
Criminal Court this week, as was expected, and it 
may not be reached until the middle of May. 
It being understood that the case may again 
come up in the Supreme Court, the District 
Attorney does not wish to take steps in advance 
of a hearing there. Judge Charles Allen’s de- 
cision in the Taber-Tabet divorce case, granting 
adecree nisi to Mr. Taber, was sent down on 
Nov. 9 last. and under the statute the libelee can 
appear at the end of six months from that date, 
when the hbelant moves that the decree be 
made absolute, and object to the motion. If ob- 
jections are filed in behalf of Mr. Taber the in- 
troduction of new evidence to show why the de- 
cree should not be made absolute will probably 
be allowed by the court at the hearing. No 
move has yet been made in the oe Court, 
but there may be one at any time. It is believed 
that this step will be iaken by Mrs, ‘Taber’s coun- 
sel before the time expires.

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WILL THE STRIKE SPREAD 


MR, HOXIE’S PROPOSITION REJECT- 
ED BY THE KNIGHTS. 
THE SWITCHMEN IN KANSAS OITY QUIT 


WORK, LEAVING BUSINESS PRACTICALLY 
SUSPENDED, 

St. Lours, March 22.—The strike of the 
Knights of Labor is not yet off. The Executive 
Committee of District assembly No. 101, 
Knights of Labor, consisting of Chairman Irons, 
Messrs, J. B. Cooper, of Atchison, Kan.; George 
Lyman, of Denison, Texas; E. B. Hollis, of Par- 
sons, Kan.; J. L. Delay, of Little Rock, Ark., 
and M. D. Mahony, of De Soto, Mo., after re- 
maining in secret session all forenoon, rose at 
noon and announced that tney had rejected the 
proposition ;jembodied in Mr. Hoxie’s letter to 
Govs. Marmaduke, of Missouri, and Martin, of 
Kansas, as being too vague and unsatisfactory. 
Their formal reply has not yet been prepared. 
They will nowtake steps to secure the aid of 
merchants in a further effort to arbitrate with 
Mr. Hoxie, and a committee to that end has 
been appointed, who will call upon the mer- 
chants for their assistance, After the 
meeting of the Executive Committee Mr. 
Irons said: “The answer of the Knights 
will be a flat refusal of Mr. Hoxie’s proposed 
agreement. The reasons as detailed will be that 
it grants nothing that the Knights have demand- 
ed, and places them in the position of having 
made a causeless strike and being now willing 
to abandon all their claims and some of their 
friends for the mere permission of the remainder 
to return to work.” Mr, Irons said further that 
the men were demanding only what was fair. 
Organized capital was determined not only to 
refuse to recognize the Knights, but to crush 
them. This strike was for a specific purpose, 
but the Knights were ready, if desired, to make 


a test of strength. The Chairman said also that 
the committee would frame a petition to the 
merchants and public, asking them to calla 
citizens’ or mass oat ie > which should demand 
of the Missouri! Pacific Railway that it run its 
trains or surrender its charter. When asked 
about the extension of the strike, Mr. Irons said 
he could not speak officially, but that it was im- 
possible for any one to say that it would not 
spread. 

Itis understood on inside circles this after- 
noon that the Knights of Labor onthe entire 
Gould system, which includes the Wabash and 
touches as far east as Toledo and Detroit, will 
go out to-night. This, however has not been 
positively determined upon, but it comes from 
good enough authority to give it publicity. A 
great deal, however, will depend on the action 
of the merchants with whom a committee is 
conferring this afternoon. “If this will not 
bring them,” said a gentleman intimately con- 
nected with the Knights, ** other roads connect- 
ed with the Gould system will go out also, and 
we think that will bring Mr. Gould to time.” 

At 9 o’clock this morning Gov. Marmaduke 
took the Missouri Pacific train for Jefferson 
City. About 10 minutes before the train left, 
Martin Irons, Chairman of the Executive Board 
of District Assembly No. 101, and his colleague, 
appeared at the station and approached the Gov- 
ernor. They were engaged in earnest conversa- 
tion upto thetime the train left, after which 
the members of the Executive Board repaired to 
their rooms at Hurst’s Hotel. 

The Executive Boards of District Assemblies 
Nos. 101, 17, and 98, Knights of Labor, in secret 
session here this afternoon, adopted the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

To all Labor Organizations: 

Whereas, It has been evident to every observing man 
that the corporations of the country are uniting and 
acting in concert for the purpose of breaking down the 
labor organizations and trades assemblies; and

Resolved, That we insist upon our rights as American 
citizens to assemble and organize and negotiate and 
treat with other organizations through our delegates 
and representatives with the representatives of any 
and ail other organizations and combinations whatever, 

Resolved, That the refusal on the part of the repre- 
sentatives of corporations to treat with the represen- 
tatives of labor is a silly subterfuge for the purpose of 
eolongpers 9 strife and ruining a country which it is 

ecome evident they cannot longer rule. 

Reso'ved, That we request all organizations and trade 
assemblies in the land to unite ina demand for recog- 
nition of their representatives and their right to nego- 
tiate. treat, and deal with ind{Viduals or bodies, as the 
case may be. 

Resolved, That we call upon our legislators, both 
State and national, to enact such measures as will com- 
pel the recognition of labor organizations and trades 
assemblies, and ulso to compel corporations to arbi- 
trate differences between and with themselves and 
their employes,

der of the rights of property. 


Fort WortH, Texas, March 22.—Seven 
freight trains went West to-day over the Rio 
Grande Division of the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
road. This is the largest number of trains sent 
out from here over this division in four months. 


KansAs O1Ty, Mo., March 22.—At9 o’clock 
this morning @ general sounding of locomotive 
whisties signaled the opening of another strike, 
At that hour the union switchmen in every rail- 
road yard in the city quit work and freight bus- 
iness generally stopped. The Chicago and Alton 
Officials made up a train by the help of non- 
union men, and sent it out, but the strikers 
boarded and _ stopped it at the eastern city 
limits. The Wabash 18 working a small force, 
sufficient, the railroad people say, to handle city 
freights, and being underthe protection of the 
Federal court, they have invoked the protec- 
tion of the United States Marshal. The switch- 
men made ageneral demand foran advance in 
wages a we6k ago on the various roads, and it 
was granted. Business at the stock yards is 
about suspended, and in the Board of Trade 
wheat dropped 2 cents in as many seconds, Or- 
ders are being sent to points beyond here by 
railroad officials to refuse perishable freight. 
Including the Missouri Pacific, there are 60 
crews of yardmen on 11 roads engaged in this 
strike. It is reported that most of the packin 
houses will close to-morrow. Plankinton and 
Armour discharged one-fourth of their force 
to-day. The great smelting works at Argentine 
will also shutdown. Large quantities of perish- 
able freight are now on the trains in the yards 
awaiting transfer or shipment, and the loss will 
be great if they do not speedily move it. 

A Wabash train was made up late this after- 
noon. A large crowd was gathered about as the 
train prepared to start. Ata signal 20 coupling- 
pins were pulled simultaneously from between 
the cars, and the train was effectually disabled. 
The movement was so quick that no one could 
tell who was responsible for it. The following 
statement wil! be published to-morrow morning 
by the committee of the Switchmen’s Union:

The switchmen of the various yards of this city and 
vicinity deem it due to you .s citizens and friends to 
roake a brief explanation of our walk-out this morn- 
ing and the reason therefor.

KILLED BY AN FXPLODING SHELL, 


THE DEADLY MISSILES FOUND BURIED IN 
GALVESTON. 

GALVESTON, Texas, March 22.,—A sad 
reminiscence of the great war of the rebellion 
occurred here yesterday. When Galveston was 
being menaced by the Federal forces in 1862, Gen. 


Hebert, who was then in command of the Con- | 
federate forces on the island, erected several | 


batteries along the bay and the gulf coast. In- 
asmuch as these fortifications were chiefly on 


the outskirts of the then city, their location has | 


almost been forgotten, and only old inhabitants 
can give an accurate description of the disposi- 


tion of the Confederate troops. Yesterday, while 
Freddie Gould and several companions were 
playing about the yards in thelvicinity of Widow 
Gould's residence,near the corner of Thirty-fifth- 
street and Avenue M, they dug upan oldrusty 
cannon ball. Thisset the boys to work search- 
ing for others, and in ashort time they had un- 
earthed over a dozen shells. They then discov- 
ered that the cannon balls were hollow and filled 
with bullets. They carefully hid their discovery 
until yesterday, when youne Gould thought it 
would be a capital idea to get some bullets for 
his gun from out the rusty shells. He success- 
fully opened tive and secured the bullets within, 
but while holding the sixth shell between his 
knees and in the act of filing open the lead 
seal it exploded with terrific force, blowing his 
hip off and mutilating his body in a fearful 
manner. He lived a few moments after the ex- 
plosion, dying in great agony. 

The missile proved to be a 10-pound shrapnel 
shell, a portion of which entered the back of the 
house, near which the boy was sitting, tore 
through a bed, and passed out through the front 
side of the dwelling. There is reason to believe 
that hundreds of these dangerous shells lie 
buried beneath the sandinthat vicinity. Wheth- 
er they were buried by design in order to save 
tnem from the Federals when they captured the 
city isas yet unknown. They are found about 
four feet below the sandy surface, he in rows 
as though carefully placed there. Young Gould 
was 18 years old, and, with his brother, was the 
sole support of a widowed mother. 





GAMBLING IN CORN. 
~~» 
AN IMPORTANT DECISION BY THE CANADIAN 
COURTS, 

MONTREAL, March 22.—A case of the 
greatest importance to brokers was settled by 
the Court of Appeals this morning. Messrs. Mc- 
Dougall Brothers, brokers, of this city, sued 
Mr. Demers, a Quebec speculator, for $1,240 for 
commissions and balance for business transac- 
tions. In April last Demers contracted to sell 40,- 
000 bushels of corn in July, putting in the hands 
of his brokers the usual 10 per cent. margin. 
Shortly after prices began to rise and his brokers 


telegraphed him that he must put up more mar- 
gin or, to secure themselves, the contract be- 
ing in their name they would have to cover the 
contract by purchasing. Demers did not reply 
to this telegram, and later in the same day Mc- 
Dougall Brothers telegraphed their Chicago 
agent to purchase the 40,000 bushels necessary to 
cover the Demers contract. Of course this 
meant a much higher price than Demers had 
contracted to deliver for. McDougall Brothers 
called upon Demers to make their loss good, but 
this he refused to do. Then the matter was 
taken into court, the brothers! — their prin- 
cipal for the amount lost on this deal, less the 
profits On sundry other transactions of his 
which they retained. To this action Demers 
Pleaded that the whole transaction was a 
a one, and that, therefore, Mc- 

ougall Brothers were not legally en- 
titled to recover. This plea was sus- 
tained in the Superior Court, where the 
action was dismissed. The majority of the 
Court of Appeals took the same view of the 
transaction, and have contirmed the judgment 
of the Superior Court, holding that the trans- 
action was a gambling upon the rise and fall of 
prices. Justices Ramsay and Monk dissented. 
maintaining that there was nothing in the case 
toshow that the transaction was illegal, that 
there might bea lawful contract of sale, although 
the vendor did not possess the article sold nor 
the purchaser have the price at which it was 
bought. 


MR. KIMBERLY’'S HORSEWHIP. 

New-HAvEn, Conn., March 22.—In West 
Haven this morning Justice Savage was ready 
to try Edward L. Kimberly, who horsewhipped 
the son of F. L. Shillito, of the West Haven 
Budget, on Saturday, on a charge of assault and 
battery.

This vote, 
and espicially the negative side, shows beyond 
conclusion the absolute accuracy of the first 
dispatch to THE TIMES, already substantially de- 
monstrated in the report of the Speaker's white- 
washing committee. This bill had previously 
passed the Senate.

The politicians in power to the contrary not- 
withstanding, Gov.

UNABLE TO OBTAIN BAIL 


JAEHNE SPENDING THE NIGHT IN 
THE TOMBS. 

HELD IN $25,000 BAIL UNDER AN INDICR 

MENT CHARGING HIM WITH HAVING RE- 





CEIVED A BRIBE. 

Alderman Henry W. Jaehne spent last 
| night in acellat the Tombs, unable to procure 
| bail under an indictment charging him with 
having received a bribe of $20,000 in exchange 
for his vote and influence in the matter of the 
Broadway Railroad franchise. He did not sleep 
well on Sunday night, and the sudden manneria . 
which he had been taken into custody had the op- 
posite of a soothing effect on his nerves. Herose 
at an early hour and made himself as presentable 
as was possible with the limited appliances at hand 
and, having breakfasted lightly, was taken to 
the Court of General Sessions by two Detective 
Serweants. Heentered the court room at 10:30 
o’clock, justasthe Grand Jury came in, and, 
through its foreman, Charles B. Fosdick, handed 
up three indictments. -One of these was against 
Henry W. Jaehne and charged him with 
bribery, 

The court room was crowded, butin the crowd 
were very few well known faces. Jaehne’sa 
friends had been taken by surprise. They did 
not expect that he would appear in court before 
the afternoon. Inspector Byrnes-was in court, * 
and his staff of detectives was largely represent- 
ed when Clerk Sparks called Henry W. Jaebne. 
The Alderman entered the court room through 
a side door, accompanied by Richard 8. New- 
combe. When he was asked how he pleaded to 
the indictment charging him with bribery, 
Jaehne quickly said, “ Not guilty,’ before he 
felt his counsel’s restraining hand on bis shoul- 
der. Mr. Newcombe immediately said that he 
desired to examine the indictment before his 
client’s plea was taken. He thought he could 
hardly be ready to plead before Wednesday morn- 


ing. 

The indictment bristles with the usual legal 
tautology. it contains two counts. The first, 
drawn under section 72 of the Penai Code, 
charges tbat Jaehne betrayed the trust and con- 
fidence reposed ip him by wickedly, corruptly, 
and feloniously asking and agreeing to receive 
the sum of $20,000 in money trom a certain per- 
son, whose name to the Grand Jury is yet un- 
known, upon an agreement and uuderstanding 
that his vote, action, and official proceeding 
should be thereby influenced, and that his vote 
should be in favor of granting the prayer of the 
petition and application of the Broadway Rail- 
road Company. Thesecond count, drawn under 
section 58 of the Consolidation act, recites 
that Jaehne, while a member of the Board of 
Aldermen of 1884, did accept from a certain per- 
son, to the Grand Jury unknown, a promise te 
give and furnish him $20,000 in return for his 
vote and influence. 

On the book of indictments are generally in- 
dorsed the names of the witnesses who furnish 
the information upon which the indictment is 
drawn. In this particular case only a single 
witness was examined by the Grand Jury, and 
his name, Thomas Byrnes, was indorsed upon 
the indictment. 

After Judge Gildersleeve had stopped a dis- 
cussion as to whether or not the indictment 
surperseded the examination by stating that 
be thought it aid, but he would allow 
the defendant until to-morrow mornin 
at 11 o’clock to prepare his plea, the question o 
bail came up. Mr. Martine said that the de- 
fendant had been surrendered by his surety on 
good grounds. A person had informed Joseph 
O'Donnell that Jaehne was to attend a meeting 
of friends on Saturday night. At this meeting 
Jaehne’s affairs were to be discussed and ar- 
ranged, and on the following day Jaehne was to 
take a train for Montreal. 

Mr. Newcombe said he had discovered that 
' O'Donnell bad received two letters from ulleged 
fortune tellers, who informed nim that Jaeine 
was about to leave town. O’Donnell, too, had 
had no peace at bome since he became Jaehne’s 
surety. His futher and sister were continually 
pestering him to surrender the defendant, and 
he had been unable to withstand their supplica- 
tions. Mr. Newcombe did not believe that 
Jaehne intended to run away. 

Mr. Martine did not seem to entertain this 
opinion and said so. He asked the court to “ga 
tothe very verge” and hold Jaehne without bail. 
If the court did not see fit to do this the District 
Attorney hoped the amount of Jaebne’s bail 
would be at least $50,000. Judge Giidersleeve 
said he wouid Jet the question rest for an hour, 
at the conclusion of which counsel on either side 
could present affidavits in corroboration of 
statem: nts made. Inspector Byrnes was the 
only one to take advantage of this offer, and 
when Judge Gildersiceve resumed his seat upoa 
the bench at 1 o’clock he read Inspector Byrnes’s 
affidavit aloud. 

In this affidavit Byrnes said a man came to hia 
house, No. 58 West Ninth-street, Saturday even-~ 
ing, and said he was O’Donnell. He wanted to 
know if Juehne ‘intended to skip.” Byrnes 
said he did not know the man, and asked who 
bad sent him. He replied that nobody had sent 
him. “Then you’re from some of Juehne’s 
friends after astory or else you’rea crank,” re- 
plied Byrnes. O’Donnell said he had received 
two letters from fortune tellers, who wrote that 
Jaehne was about to “skip” the town. O’Don- 
nell was then invited to leave the house, and did 
so. On Sunday Inspector Byrnes was walking 
with a friend in Sixth-avenue, when he saw the 
man who had called at his house. The man 
stepped up to him and again asked him 
if he thought Jaehne was about to leave 
the city. Byrnes replied: “I won't talk 
to you except in the presence of a witness.” 
O’Donnell then walked away. Até6o’clock on 
Sunday evening Byrnes received a summons 
trom the District Attorney, who was at the Bre- 
voort House. O’Donnel! was with Mr. Martine. 
O’Donnell then said he had been promised a re- 
imbursement of $15,000if he went on Jaehne’s 
bona. He had not received it, and be had not 
been able toeat orsieep, he said, since he bad 
become Jaehne’s surety. The luspector went 
with O’Donnell toa point near William Harney’s 
barroom and remained outside while O’Donneli 
entered. When O’Donnell returned to Byrnes 
accompanied by Jaehne hesaid to the Jatter: 
*You won’t blame Jaehne. You and Harney 
didn’t keep your agreement toreimburse me 
and I can’t afford to lose $15,000.”’ 

Judge Gildersleeve then fixed Jaehne’s bail at 
$25,000.. Acommitment tothe Tombs was made 
out and placed in the hands of Capt. Lindsay, of 
the court squad. Jaehne was'taken tothe ofice 
of Assistant District Attorney Fellows that he 
migbt, if possible, be enabled to obtain bail. 
There he was visited by Assemblyman Brennan, 
of the Fifth District, and his brother, John | 
Brennan; ex-Assemblyman Bogan, of the same 
district, which is Jaetine’s also; William Har- 
ney, Charles Jaebne, his brother, and a few 
others. An interview of Mr. Newcombe with 
the District Attorney was followed by a visit of 
Jaehne, his counsel and friends, and two court 
officers to No. 4 Warren-street, Mr. Newcombe’s 
office. The consultation there lasted 30 minutes. 
When it ended Jaehne, Capt. Lindsay,. Detective 
Reilly, and Assemblyman Brennan entered & 
coach and were driven to the Tombs. Jaehne 
and bis friends had given up all hope of ob- 
taining bail, at least before to-day. 

The carriage stopped at the prison gate in 

Leonard-street, and Capt. Lindsay, with his pris- 
oner, entered the building. Jaehne had his head 
bowed down as he walked along. He seemed to 
be somewhat discouraged, and looked fully 10 
years older than he did a few days ago, when the 
detectives first clapped their hands-on his shoul- 
der in Park-row. Warden Finn took charge of 
the prisoner and conducted him into the prison 
proper, where he was assigned to cell No. 48, in the 
second tier, on the west side of the building. He 
took asorrow!ul leave of his friend, Assemblyman 
Brennan, foliowed the gceeper up stairs, and then, 
when the iron-barred gate of his cell was closed 
upon him with a clang, he stood for a moment 
as though dazed, and then threw himself on his 
bed. When a few minutes later the keeper 
knocked at the door and informed him that sev- 
eral reporters wished to see him, Jaehne replied 
that he had nothing to say and referred the 
newspaper men to his counsel. 
- The maximum penalty fur a conviction under 
the first count in the indictment is 10 years in 
the State prison and a fine not exceeding $5,000. 
The penalty fora vonviction under the second 
count is two yearsin the State prison and the 
same fine. 

The proceedings in the Jaehne case interested 
many more persons than those who crowded the 
General Sessions Court room or who sought to 
catch glimpses of the accused Alderman while 
be was in custody during the day and evening. : 
His friends in and out of the City Hall weré 
eagerly anxious to see him and to hear of him, 
and there were many questions asked as to tha 
result of the proceedingsagainst him. When it 
became known that Judge Giidersieeve had held 
him to bail in thesum of $25,000, or $10,000 more 
than the bond upon which Joseph O’Donnell 

ualified, there were many predictions that 
Jachne would fail to find a surety inso largean 
amount. Still the few persons who cling to tha 
Alderman in adversity as they hung to himin ° 
prosperity predicted that the Broadway Rail- 
road people would surely come to his rescue, 
and they were certain that he would not be 
obliged to spend the nignt in jail. 

The story of Mr. Jaehne’s confession, as print« 
ed in THE TIMES, was the occasion of much 
comment, That he should bavetoid Inspectos 
Byrnes that he was bribea by his old friend Al- 
derman De Lacy was surprising to most people,

Joseph O'Donnell, who gave Jaehne into 
custody on Sunday evening, came in for much 
criticism on the part of the Alderman's friends 
for allowing himself to be terrorized by In- 
spector Byrnes and bis men. There were few 
liquor saloon keepers, however, who had any- 
thing harsh to say of his conduct. They all 
seemed to believe that it was better to keep on 
the right side of the potice,no matter at what 
expense. In the Eighth Ward, which has 
been Jaehne’s stronghold, the subject was 
discussed most vigorously. William  Har- 
ney, the keeper of the saloon at Varick 
and Houston _— streets, seemed a little 
startled -when he read the interview with 
him in THe Times. He seemed to be afraid that 
the enmity of Inspector Byrnes would light 
upon him for the free way in which he had told 
of the “ infiuences”’ that had been used to induce 
O’Donnell to surrender Jaehne. At the Monti- 
cello Club rooms, to which Jaehne and ponziy 
all the other leading Democrats in the Eight 
Ward belong, and upon the furniture of which 
the Alderman holdsa mortgage, the position of 
their member in quod was discussed in ail its 
bearings. It was noteworthy, however, that 
there were very few who seemed to think that 
the Alderman would be convicted. 

The Fyeteceas 4 Democracy organization of the 
Ninth Assembly District met last evening at its 
rooms in Abingdon-square, and denounced the 
bribe-taking Aldermen of the board of 1884. 
John R. Voorhis, who presided, offered resolu- 
tions, which were unanimously adopted, setting 
forth that the organization had heard with in- 
dignation, &c., the revelations of the wrong- 
doing of the Aldermen of 1884, and called on the 
county organization of the County Democracy 
to sever its connection with all persons directly 
or indirectly connected with the Broadway Sur- 
face bribery ecandal. The resolutions also urged 
that no franchises should be given away by the 
city unless fair compensation was offered and 
then that fair competition should be allowed 
for the privileges. The action of Mr. Cavanagh, 
the present Alderman from the Ninth District, 
was praised. 

Alderman Cavanagh gave an account of his 
stewardship. He explained that he had voted in 
favor of several street railways, but had done so 
solely because he thought that the building of 
these roads would unlock capital for the benefit 
of the workingmen of New-York and would 
give citizens a chance to be conveniently and 
cheaply transported. The Alderman expressed 
bimself as favoring the cable system, but 
modestly assured his constituents that he did 
not regard himself as greater than the power 
that made him. 





DEATHS IN THE HOT SEASON. 
~~» 
MORE TREES NEEDED FOR THE HEALTH OF 
THE CITY. 

Dr. Stephen Smith had a large and at- 
tentive audience at the Academy of Medicine 
last evening, when he read before the County 
Medical Society a paper on “ The Effects of 
High Summer Heat upon the Health of New- 
York City.” At the outset Dr. Smith an- 
nounced his purpose to advocate the planting of 
shade trees on the streets as a means of lessen- 
ing the heat and thus reducing the alarming 


mortality of the hot months. The entire paper 
was devoted to this end. Looking first into the 
mortality record, he found that from June to 
September, inclusive, the number ofideaths each 
year inthis city averaged 4,000 over any other 
four months taken together. Closer inspection 
showed that the rate of mortality rises and falls 
with the temperature. This was easily ex- 

lained, for as nearly all of down-town New- 

Tork was brick and stone, it was naturally im- 
possible for children and the aged living amid 
such surroundings to accommodate them- 
selves to the conditions of heat that 
often. prevail, and their weak systems 
would rise with the external temper 
ature from the normal 983° to 105° or more, and 
they would thus literally be burned to death. 
Baths, shade, and fresh air being beyond the 
reach of a majority of the population, especially 
ot those living below the lower line of the Park, 
he thought it time that attention were given to 
the most easily obtained of these cooling agents. 
The down-town parks were few, and poor in 
vegetation. Stone and brick houses became like 
ovens. Add to this the foul gases from decom- 
posing vegetable matterand it was no wonder 
that languor, depression, and debility were com- 
mon. 

‘As to the efficacy of the remedy proposed, Dr. 
Smith said an acre of grass gave the air 6, 
quarts of moisture in 24 hours, byt trees were 
even better coolers. The old Washington elm at 
Cambridge, although not very large, exposes to 
the air a surface in leaves equal to five acres of 
vegetation. Trees keep an even temperature of 
about 55°, while the temperature of an exposed 
pavement on Fifth-avenue on a hot day had been 
found as high as 130°. When this test was made 
a thermometer in the shade of a tree near by 
recorded only 70°. Dr, Smith urged that the 
Department of Public Works or that of Parks 
pught to take in hand this matter and provide 
trees for this shadeless city. Until something 
pf the kind was done the Summers must get 
hotter here proportionately with the increase of 
area of the brick and stone district.

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RAILROADS BLOCKADED BY_A 
MARCH SNOWSTORM. 
AN ICE GORGE IN THE MISSOURI~FLOOD 
THREATENED IN CHICAGO-——-A CYCLONE 
IN INDIANA. 


MarQueEtTtsE, Mich., March 22.—A furious 
snowstorm raged all over the peninsula Sunday. 
All the railroads are blockaded.2=No trains were 
run yesterday and few to-day. The Marquette, 
Houghton and Ontonagon Road has suspended 
all trains until to-morrow.

Sioux Orry, Iowa, March 22.—An ice 
gorge in the Missouri, about 15 miles up the 
river from here, has caused an overflow, sub- 
merging much valley land. North and west of 
Elk Point, Dakota, is a vast sheet of water as far 
as the eye can reach. It is reported that farmers 
in the flooded district have fied ano driven their 
stock to the ridges. Another report says the 
water now flows from the Missouri across to the 
Big Sioux and has taken away three miles of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t. Paul track between 
Jefferson and Elk Point, and it will be impossible 
for trains to run for several days. The work 


train has returned, unable to do anything until 
the water goes down. 


CuicaGco, March 22.—A portion of the 
north side of Chicago is in danger of being flood- 
ed badly, owing to the absence of a proper 
breakwater to protect it from the inroads of the 
lake. At a point on the drive between Oak- 
street and Walton-piace there is a huge washout. 
The waves at this point scooped out the earth in 
a semicircle and left an opening 30 feet from 
one point to another, An idea of the violence of 
the storm may be had when it is known 
that to do this the waves had first to demolish a 
pile of stone masonry two feet in thickness. 
Over this protection to the shore the waves 
leaped, scattering the spray high in the air, and 
letting streams of water fall ontopof a lam 
post on the street. Theshore extending sout 
from Oak to Pearson street was all under water 
this morning. Six years ago the shore extended 
east half a block; now that space is all covered 
with water. The ground disuppeared gradually, 
anc itseems that almost every day one can 
notice the water gaining. 

The shore from Oak to Pearson street was 
subdmerged,and the water reached up to the outer 
line of the lake shore drive, which seemed every 
moment to be in imminent danger of being 
washed away altogether. At this point there 
Was never any enduring breakwater, and the 
waves met with the least opposition. North of 
North-avenue there were 10 inore washouts at 
different points in the drive, while the timbers 
in the North-avenue pier were loosened and in 
readiness to drop into the lake at any time. This 
is the third violent storm that has played hayoo 
with the lake shore drive since last Fall. in that 
period of time between 85 and 40 feet of the shore 
has disappeared. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., March 22.—A: cyclone 
passed through the northern part of the county 
last night, visiting the village of Williamsport 
with greatest effect. The Methodist Church and 
the United Brethren Church were destroyed, 
many dwellings were damaged, and every barn 
in the village was overturned. A number of 
cattle were killed. 

Boston, Mass., March 22.—Yesterday’s 
storm along this part of the coast was the most 
severe experienced here since the great January 
ale, Considerable damage was done along the 
each, and at Nantasket a large section of the 
railroad was washed away. A heavy thunder. 
storm occurred early this morning at several 
neighboring towns. At Woburn the lightning 
was, for the season, remarkably sharp. veral 
trees were struck and the water mains were 
broken in two places. 


RocHESTER, N. Y., March 22.~—The Gen- 
esee River has been rising rapidly for 24 hours 
andis now at high-water mark. There is but 
little danger of a flood so longas the river re- 
mainsfree from logs and débris. Dispatches 
from Dansvilleand Mount Morris state that in 
both towns the river is rapidly rising. A snow- 
storm has set in to-night. 

BATH, Me., March 22.—A heavy electrical 
storm occurred here this morning, lasting from 
8 till4o’clock. The thunder was terrific, and 
the lightning, which was very vivid, struck the 
fire alarm several times. A hailstorm prevailed 
at the time. 

QUEBEC, March 22.—The St. Charles em- 
bankment of the lntercolonial Railroad is again 
blocked with snow, and the trains have to come 
via Chandiere. The Halifax express was over 
five hours late to-nicht. 





A DUTCH SETTLEMENT. 


INDUSTRIOUS HOLLANDERS IN THE TOWN 
OF CLYMER. 
Jamestown, N. Y¥., March 22.—In the 
town of Clymer, in this county, there is a large 
settlement of Hollanders, the older members of 
which brought from their fatherland the simple 
manners and industrious habits which have al- 
ways been characteristic of that phlegmatio 
race. Nearly without exception they are en- 
gaged in general farming and dairying, and to 
supplement their farm labors they make the 


wooden shoes or clogs which are so closely asso- 
ciated with the typical Dutchman. In no other 
place inthe Union is this industry carried on 
s0 generally or to the same extent. During 
the coldest days and the long evenings of 
the Winter the Hollanders piy their knives 
and shaves almost without cessation. The busi- 
ness is really a monopoly, and of late it has 
proved rather profitable,the demand for the 
shoes for decorative purposes enhancing their 
value and largely increasing the demand, Bass- 
wood and cucumber are the woods used, and 
each shoe is bored and cut from a single block, 
andthey become 80 well seasoned that a well 
made pair is well-nigh indestructible by ordi- 
nary use. Besides those that are sold in and near 
Clymer, the bulk is handled by a Corry dealer, a 
few going to a Philadelphia market. The Hol- 
landers, in their settlement, preserve the lan- 
guage of their native land to a large degree, 
though the younger generation adopt the cus- 
toms and language of this country. A more law- 
abiding, “yo community of people it would 
be hard to find. 


RELICS FROM THE OREGON. 

Capt. Irwin, of the brigantine Samuel 
Welsh, which arrived in this port yesterday 
from Bahia, reports that on March 21, when 
about 25 miles east of Barnegat, he passed a lot 
of wreckage supposed to be from the Oregon or 
the unknown schooner which came in collision 
with the steamer. It consisted of life preservers, 
beds, oranges, and other small articles. The 
Merritt Wrecking Company's steamer, the Kes- 
cue, will be at the Union Stores, Brooklyn, to- 
morrow. It is supposed that the divers have 
not yet been able to do anything on account 
of the heavy seas, 

On account of the loss of the Oregon, the 
Cunard Company will abandon for the present 
its plan of establishing a weekly line of fast 
steamers between Boston and Liverpool. After 
April 15 the sailing days will be changed to 
ao aed from Boston and Tuesday from Liver- 
pool, 

Postmaster Pearson received late Saturday 
afternoon, from Collector of the Port Anderson, 
of Portland, Me., a telegram estating that the 
schooner Nellie J, Dinsmore, from Cardena, had 
arrived there with two bags of mail picked up 
at sea off Fire Island. These bags were received 
at the Post Office at 11:30 o’clock Sunday night 
and were found to contein newspaper mail for 
inland offices. ‘ 

Mra. E. D. SMongen yesterday recovered a hand 
sachel through the Custom House. 

Lonpon, March 22.—The Economist, dis- 
cussing the Oregon case, says it is sure that 
many claims will be made against the owners of 
the vessel for losses ensuing from her sinking.

READING REORGANIZATION. 


DETAILS’ OF THE PLAN RECOMMENDED BY’ 
THE TRUSTEES. 
_ PmraDELtpH1, Maroh 22.—The Reading 
Railroad Reorganization Trustees, at their meet- 
ing to-day, fully completed the plan of 
reorganization. But few changes were 
made in the scheme already published, 
Messrs. Dickson and Welsh were added to 
the board as representatives of the syndicate, 
and with Mr. Dupont were made the Executive 
Committee to carry out the details of the plan 


and name a date within which the assessments 
shall be paid aud the deposit of securities made 
It probable this date will be fixed for the 30th 
of June. : 

The prospectus accompanying the plan alludes 
to the necessity of a reduction in the fixed 
charges to the minimum of the net earnings 
likely to be realized in the future, the provision 
of means to pay all pressirg and overdue claims 
for interest, &c., and the consequent re-estab- 
lishment of the company's credit to provide for 
betterments and the extension of the system, 
which, it is declared, must be maintained 
as an independent  gegnery A retaining all the 
leased lines essential to the integrity of the com- 
pany. The prospectus turther refers to the 
necessity of the continued control of thg val- 
uable coal lands now owned by the Coal and 
Iron Company, the freeing of the road from 
the maintenance of contracts unprofitable 
and the readjustment of the affairs o 
the company without foreclosure, if possi- 
ble. The total net earnings of the system 
for the year ending Nov. 80, 1885, were $12,527,- 
569, of which the Central of New-Jersey fur- 
nished $4,601,265. As the latter company wishes 
to recover ite property, and as it costs the Read- 
inga loss of nearly $1,500,000, the prospectus 
advocates the discontinuance of the lease on its 
present terms, The fixed charges on the other 
leased lines now amount to $3,610,407, and can 
be reduced within $3,000,000.

TO HOLD THE BONDS A FEW DAYS. 
THE THREE MILLIONS OF SECURITIES 
PLEDGED TO THE JERSEY CENTRAL. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 22.—Franklin B. 
Gowen, representing the Reading Rallroad,.ap- 
peared before Chancellor Runyon to-day and 
asked for another postponement in the matter 
of the application to show cause why an order 
should not be granted for the sale of the three 
millions’ worth of securities pledged by the 
Reading Company in 1883 to secure the payment 
of the indebtedness of the Receiver of the Cen- 
tral Railroad Company of New-Jersey priér 
to the lease of that road ~ 4 the ading. 
Mr. Gowen said he thought it possible 
to raise the money and redeem the bonds 
within a few hours. John G. Johnson was 
resent as counsel for the Pennsylvania 
nsurance Company and W. H. Kemble and 
Joseph Wharton, Trustees and holders of the 
mortgage securing the bonds in dispute, and 
asked permission to file a replication. He said 
that the immediate sale of the bonds would be 
very disastrous, and he petitioned the court not 
to allow them to be sold. It was argued that 
the bonds were issued without authority, and 
that before they were aold the property of the 
Central Railroad Company, as principal debtor, 
should be sold. The bonds of the Reading Com- 
pany were held as collateral security and ought 
not to be sold until it was found that the Central 
Railroad Company was unable to pay its own 
debt, Mr. Kaercher, on behalf of the Receivers 
of the Philadelphia and Reading, made a similar 
argument. 
Tne Chancellor said that the only reason that 
the Philadelphia and Reading Company had 
been called into the case was because of their 
connection with the Central. Their only de- 
fense was the Ye that the bonds had 
been paid. The Chancellor denied the applica- 
tion to file the answer of the Pennsylvania In- 
surance Company and ordered a decree entered 
giving the Receiver the right to sell the bonds 
at once. At Mr. Gowen's request, the Receiver 
agreed to hold the bonds a few days in order to 
give him a chance to redeem them if he can 
raise the money. 


EASTWARD FROM POUGHKEEPSIE. 
PoucuKerpsre, N. Y., March 22.—The 
Poughkeepsie, Hartford and Boston Railroad 
has been operated two years by George P. Pel- 
ton as Trustee forthe second mortgage bond- 
holders. Various propositions to reorganize 


and extend it were made, but it was 
decided by those who were promoting 
them that to clear up all interests and give a 
clear title to a new company it would be 
necessary to foreclose the small first mortgage, 
which is now the only lien upon the property. A 
decree of foreclosure has been obtained, and the 
road will be sold atsome time not far distant. 
A party represen ng muiniy Eastern capital has 
been for some time buying up the second mort- 
gage bonds at a low figure, and the road will 
probably pass into their hands, in which 
case a new company will beat once formed. 
The track, rolling stock, &c., will be put in rood 
order, andthe road will be extended eastward 
into Massachusetts, with a view to forming a 
through line from here to the Connecticut River, 
and thence by the Massachusetts Central or 
Boston and Albany to Boston. When this is ac- 
complished it will be a most important step 
toward the completion of a system of which the 
proposed bridge across the Hudson at this place 
is the key.

These are cases in which these companies were 
held to be liable to the provisions of the consti- 
tution of 1874, relating to consequential damages 
arising out of the exercise of the power of emi- 
nent domain, The court gave no reasons for its 
decision, but simply declined hearing any re- 
argument. The cases will probably be taken to 
the Supreme Court of the United States.

ING CLOAKMAKERS, 

A committee of five from the Central 
Labor Union, headed by Secretary Adolph 
Jablanowski, acting for the 8,000 cloak- 
makers and finishers now on strike, waited 
upon a committee of the Cloak 
urers’ Association at No. 858 ‘Broadway 
yesterday afternoon. Their demandjj was 
that the manufacturers should abolish the 
contract system and give their work out directly 
to the operatives. This the manufacturers de- 


clared they were unable to do. They said they 
could not do away with the present system and 
build their own factories, as it would involve 
such an outlay of capital, and cause them to go 
to such extra expense in hiring superintendents 
and foremen, that their margin of profit would 
be exhausted and the wages of their employes 
would have to be reduced. Asa compromise, 
however, the Executive Committee made the 
following propositions to their work people, 
subject to the approval of the association: 

1. That we will encourage in ev way the estab- 
lishment by the Central Labor Union of TJ otaalite 


shops 

2. That with each lot of work sent toa contractor 
a slip be attached covering the price of each garment 

as paid to the contractor. ; 

8. That we will send work only to such contractors 
or co-operative shops asare well lighted and well 
ventilated. 

4. That wea will approve of ony 
by the scale of prices established between the con- 
tractor and his employes shall be regulated in an equil- 
table manner. 

5. That we will give work to only such shops as em- 
ploy union men. 

These propositions were signed by Meyer 
Jonasson, 8. Einstein, J. 8. Plaut, Emil Mayer, 
and Louis Craner, They will be submitted for 
acceptance to a special meeting of the Central 
Labor Union to be held to-morrow afternoon, 
and will probably be indorsed by the organiza- 
tion. Meanwhile the strikers will remain out, 
The firm of Popkin & Levy, of No.. 86 Canal- 
street, employing 40 workpeople, yesterday ac- 
cepted unconditionally the demands of their 
employes and agreed to abolish the contract sys- 
tem. heir hands resumed work at once, 

Mr. Cavanagh, of the firm of Cavanagh, San d- 
ford & Co., fashionable custom tailors, at No. 
16 West Twenty-third-street, had trouble yes- 
terday with some of his Jjourneymen, of whom 
he employs about 70.. The men had for some 
time past been organizing a shop union that was 
associated with the Journeymen Tailors’ Union. 
Mr. Cavanagh was informed of the movement 
among his men, and yesterday, so they say, he 
asked several of them whether they belonged to 
the union. They replied in the affirmative, and 
then Mr. Cavanagh informed them that 
they could consider themselves discharged, 
and advised them to get out of the 
shop as soon as ossible. This they did 
and took along with them about 40 o 
their fellow-workmen. Later in the day 
the Executive Committee of the Journeymen 
Tailors’ Union ordered out several more union 
men. Several were getting $12 a week, and Mr. 
Cavanagh offered to pay them if they would 
leave the union and stand’ by him, The men de- 
clined the offer with the remark that they knew 
very well that he would again reduce the wages 
as soon as he could tide over the difficulty with 
their assistance. The strikers then picketed the 
shop. To-day it is expected that the Executive 
Committee will submit to the members of the 
firm a new schedule of prices, and will ask that 
the men who were discharged for belonging to 
the union be taken back, and that the firm 
recognize the union. The alternative will be the 
forma) declaration of a strike in the shop. 

The Executive Board of the Koights of Labor 
is still investigating the strike of the Cigar. 
makers’ International Union and the quarrel be- 
tween it and the Progressive Union, but no 
definite conclusion is expected to be arrived at 
before the end of the week. President Dampf, of 
International Union No. 144, said yesterday that 
25 small cigar manufacturersiin the city had made 
application for the use of the blue union label, 
and had pledged themselves to pay union wages 
and to make their shops strict International 
ones. 

The wood carvers held a mass meeting last 
evening at the Concordia Assembly Rooms to 
agitate the eight-hour question. They declared 
that the adoption of this system would give em- 
ployment to many men who are now out cf 
work, and would prove of great benefit to the 
health of others who are overworked beyond 
their strength, 

Bricklayers’ Union No. 7 has made agreements 
with many builders for the coming season. The 
contracts are to hold good until May 1, 1887, and 
by them the men are to be paid at the rate of 
45 cents per hour, and are not to be worked 
longer than nine hours a day. 

Seventy boys in the Empire State Glass Works, 
on Kent-avenue, Greenpoint, refused to re- 
turn to their work yesterday morning unless 
their wages were increased. They went out on 
Saturday because the Superintendent had de-» 
ducted 50 cents from each boy's salary to pay 
foralot of barrels they had destroyed. While 
they were out some men approached them and 
said that while they were about it they might as 
well strike for more wages. They receive from 
$8 to $6 a week, and the Superintendent refused 
to grant an increase. The action of the strikers 
throws out of employment 200 union glass work- 
ers, who are satisfied with their wages and who 
are very much disgusted with the boys. 

The master painters of Brooklyn met last 
evening at Everett Hall on Fulton-street, and 
agreed to the demand of the union painters for 
$8a day of nine hours’ work, with eight hours 
on heey 

Twenty-five Brooklyn barbers met at No. 487 
Atlontic-avenue last evening and! adopted a 
resolution that they should work only from 7 
o'clock A. M. to8 P. M. on all week days except 
Saturday, when they wiJl work until 10 P. M. 
On Sundays they are willing to work until noon.

STARTLING REVELATIONS OF STARVATION 
SALARIES FOR MINISTERS. 

PHILaDELPHrA, March 22.--Somestartling 
revelations were made in the Metnodist Confer- 
ence to-day, anda rather warm discussion was 
brought out by a resolution to the effect that, 
“owing tothe great need of funds to support 
charges in centres of population where the ap- 
pointments are weak, we will make an earnest 
and uetermined effort to raise for the home mis- 
sion and sustentation for the present year the 
sum of $4,000.” 

Presiding Eider Crouch, who presonted the 
resolution, made a speech in which he said: 
“We have to-day able, enthusiastic, and hard- 
working preacherslaboring in small towns at 
$300 a year. These charges are isulated, some 
counting only 8 members, and yet these peo- 
ple are Methodists, and they want the Gospel 


of Christ, and it isour duty to provide them a 
astor. Now,I appeal to you, brethren--how 
cana man supporta wife and family on pee 
“It’s amazing to me,” said the Rev. William 
Swindells, Presiding Elder, ** how 30 or 40 of our 
prsceeacs pay their debts. It’s a marvel to me 
ow they oan dress as they do. It's a mystery to 
me how some of them get food, so small indeed 
are ry | salaries.’’ 
The Rev. W. 8. Thomas, also a Presiding 
Elder, followed.

A TENNESSEE SCANDAL, 
MISS STEVENS RECOVERS $5,000 FROM A 
MINISTER OF THE GOSPBL. 


NAsHvItzzF, Tenn., March 22,—The cele- 
brated suit of Miss Tabitha Stevens against 
Goodloe Woods, of Fayetteville, which has been 
on trial for 10 days, terminated this morning, the 
Plaintiff being awarded a judgment for $5,000. 
Miss Stevens, who charged Mr, Woods with se- 
duction, asked for five times the amount named, 
Woods, who is possessed of considerable wealth, 
is 60 yearsoldanda man of family. Miss Ste- 
vens is 24 years of age and F pe looking. The 
two have been acquainted 1 ears. Miss Stev- 
ens’s father is an invalid, and her mother has 
walked on crutches for 50 years, About a year 
ago Miss Stevens brought an action for damages 
against Woods, claiming that he bad ruined her, 
Woods had not only been a prominent minister 
of the Gospel, but had also served as President 
of the Wirst National Bank of Fayetteville. 
When the case came up for trial both sides were 
represented by the ablest counsel in that section, 
and public opinion was divided. 

Miss Stevens, being placed upon the witness 
stand, told her story with much earnestness and 
an occasional flow of tears, She said that Woods 
had been criminally intimate with her on several 
occasions, and that overcome with a sense of her 
shame she had attempted suicide on three oc- 
casions, taking from one to several poonsful 
of morphine. She subsequently told relatives 
and friends of her trouble, and by their advice 
she entered the suit, attaching Woods's property 
to provide for an emergency. A brother-in- 
law of Miss Stevens swore that Woods had in- 
sulted his wife, and confessed to her that he had 
ruined her sister, The jury was charged on Sat- 
urday evening and returned a verdict to-day.

ASKING A HALF HOLIDAY

A CROWDED MEETING IN-CRICK- 
ERING HALL, 
‘ADDRESSES IN SUPPORT OF THE MOVEMENT 
BY MAYOR GRACE, THE REV. DR 
M’GLYNN, AND OTHERS. 


A public meeting from which 9 greas 
portion of the public that wanted to participate 
was turned away by closed doors was held in 
Chickering Hall last night. It was absolutely 
necessary to shut the doors and put policemen 
on guard, forthe hall was filled from stage to 
staircase before the people who confidently ex- 
pected to find plenty of room began to arrive. 
The late comers who failed to get in were mainly 
the very people for whose benefit the meeting 
was held~employes inthe stores who wanta 
Saturday half holiday. ‘The audience in the hall 
was largely composed of the persons on whom 
the success of the movement depends, the em- 
ployers and the shoppers. Several clergymen 
and business men were on the platform. 

In calling the meeting to order Emmet R. 
Olcutt briefly recapitulated the origin and prog- 
ress of the early-closing movement in this city 


,and started the applause that only ceased at in- 


tervals throughout the evening by naming a 
list of ladies more or less prominent in society 
who were in favorof it. It was a movement 
confined to no nationality or creed, he said, and 
in support of his statement he held up a big 
heap of paper covered with signatures gathered 
in all portions of the city. 

Mayor Grace presided. In taking the chair he 
said, among other things: **A man is not a ma- 
chine, and he cannot be run likea machine. If 
we were to treat our horses as some employers 
treat theiremployes they would not strike, but 
they wouldsurely die. The question to deter- 
mine is, how to get the most work of the best 
quality, year in and year out; that is, how much 
& man can do, and do within a certain time, and 
preserve his capacity to work at the same rate 
indefinitely. We know hecannot work 16 hours 
a day, week after week, without ruining hi 
health and shortening his life. Iam satisfie 
that we could all accomplish more by working 
well five anda half days in each week than by 
working six days. The half day of recreation 
means re-creation, for we sleep, rest, and play 
simply to recreate ourselves for the wear and 
tear of life. Competition and the conditicns 
of trade prevent employers from giving their 
help the extra half day. These conditions are 
made, not by the sellers, but by the buyers. 
The community itself must change its habits. 
Every man and every woman must turn in and 
help. Purchases must be made before Saturday 
noon. There can be no better work and no 
holier crusade. Stores that are not willing to 
close on Saturdays are good stores to keep away 
from the reat of the week. Boycotting very 
good when applied to proper purposes.” 

The Rev. Dr. MacArthur sald that he indorsed 
use of its in- 
herent justice and because it endeavors to ob- 
tain right ends by the use of right means. He 
did not believe in intimidation and the destruc- 
tion of property. Socialism, as generally un- 
derstood, was an.exotic and would not grow in 
American soil. Morris K. Jesup saw a relief 
from troublesome economic questions in the 
half holiday movement. It would, for one thing, 
tend to. n overproduction, 

The v. Dr. McGlynn was greeted with a 
tumult of applause. He said that it was ex- 
tremely creditable to the yast number of people 
interested in the early closing movement that 
they had managed their cause with so much 
rudence, avoiding all intimidation and depend- 
ng upon the inevitable force of petition. If 
that failed they might try a little legisla- 
tion. It was particularly desirable that move- 
ments like this one should go on. They edu- 
cated people toa better view of society, teaching 
the successful and strong to protect: the poor 
and weak, and crushed out some of the grinding 

incieses of a business competition in which 

he best man wins and the devil takes the hind- 
most. ‘* Meetings like this,” he said, “are a 
protest against the idolatry of capital that is be- 
coming so degrading, against corruption that is 
breaking out in high places, condoning even 
bribery and perjury, and against that false so- 
ciety which discriminates between social position 
and human rights.”" There were plenty of peo- 
ple in the world to-day, Dr. MoGiynn said, wha 
would be glad to get and stood badly in need of 
the things that have been overproduced, but 
they could not get them. Thetrouble was not 
overproduction, but under consumption. 

The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher was announced 
ag one of the speakers, but he was unable to ful.

EFFORTS TO INDUCE MR. GAR. 
LAND TO BRING SUIT. 

CASEY YOUNG TELLS HOW THE ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL REFUSED TO TAKE ANY IN- 
TEREST IN TELEPHONE AFFAIRS. 

WASHINGTON, March 22,—The examination of 
fasey Young was resumed before the Tejephone In- 

Vestigating Committee this afternoon. Mr. Young 

said that after the first meeting of the board, when it 

had been agreed that no stock should be sold on indi. 
vidual account, Dr. Rogers had transferred $888,380 in 
stock to Col. Looney. That gentleman had come to 
witness and wanted something to show that he held an 
interest of thst amount. Witness had declined 
at first. but on Looney’s insisting witness 
Bigned a paper drawn up by Looney certi- 
fying that Looney was entitled to $883,830 in 
stock when it should be issued. A number of these 
papers cameto witness,and be had signed them at 
first to oblige Dr. Rogers, but when be learned that the 
certificates were being peddied about town he resolved 
to resign rather than continue a party to the practice, 
So he had called a meeting of al! the stockholders at 
the Enbitt House on Jan 26, 1885, and it had been 
agreed that all the outstanding papers that witness had 
been foolish enough to give should be called in and re- 
placed with certificates showing that the holders of the 
papers would become entitled to stock when the valid- 
ity of the patents had been established. Witness had 


Buggested that action because he believed that the out- 
Standing papers were calculated to deceive persons as 
to thetr rea! worth. ‘i’here had been no objection on the 
art of any stockho!Cer to the line of action suggested. 
he company never cold a dollar's worth of interest in 
this concern excepting to senator Vest. Mr. Howard, 
and those two ladies (penator Harris’s friends.) With 
ose exceptions not a doilar,had been received for any 
mteresit by the company. Gen. Johnston’s account 
showed several assessments in the latter part of the 
ear i888 and inthe early partof 1584 ranging from 
$ to $116, which, the witness explained, were based 
upon his interest and were intended to defray the ex- 
pense of experiments and tests. Gen. Jonnston ree 
ceived three dividends in June and July, 1884, of $298, 
783. and $750. ** Gen. Johnston’s account was a coun- 
terpart of the others,’’ saia Mr. Young. Altogether, 
the company received from al! sources $35,002. Out ot 
that $24,000 was divided among the stockholders, and 
the balance was expended,as shown in the account 
books, in the prosecution of the enterprise. 

Witness remarked that he wanted to say something 
In reply to “all of this talk about drumming up Con- 
gressmen and having no money inthe treasury.” ‘The 
Driginators bad, he said, contributed about $1,000 at 
the beginning, and witnesa’s idea hud been to use their 
pwn means in “putting the thing in operation.” While

There was never a bill 
introduced by him or by any of his associates that re- 
lated in the remotest degree to theenterprise, He had 
seen it published that a bill had been intrvuduced in che 
interests of the company to authorize the ._ttor- 
ney-(Jeneral to annul patents. He had jn his 
hand a copy of that_ bill. It was intro- 
duced in the Forty-sixth Congress long before 
the organization of the company, and had been intro- 
duced every Congress since, He never heard of the 
bill until it was read at the Clerk's desk, and it was a 
rather singular fact that, so far as he knew, he was the 
only man in the House who was opposed toit. He 
went to Mr. Vance, the introducer of the measure, and 
told him he thought it was a dangerous bill, Mr. Vance 
replied that it was not dangerous and that it was all 
right, Witness was under the impression that the bill 
had pecome a law, though he afterward learned to the 
contrary. Van Benthuysen had also thought that the 
bill had become a law.and wanted a suit to be in- 
stituted under it. Witness was opposed to the form of 

uit which Van Benthuysen intended to have brought, 
but Van Benthuysen insisted that he was going to ap- 
suit. In the

enthuysen wrote to witness, and said he was going to 
avea Goverament suit brought, if he could under the 
law. whether Garland belonged to the company or not.

SHIPPING FRUIT TO CALIFORNIA. 
CxIcAGo, March 22.—* Yes, we are ship- 
ping fruit to California,” said a Burlington 
freight official to-day. “It is rather strange 
that we should ship fruit from here to the re- 
gion which is conspicuously the land of fruit, 
but it’s a fact, and there's a reason forit. Our 


fruit shipments are confined to apples thus far, 
and we have sent five carloads to San Francisco 
since the thirty-cent rate went into effect. 
Otber roads have probably shipped a like 
amount. You see, California apples are not a 
success, and are not much grown. The supply 
is usually obtained from Oregon, but the rate 
which now obtains from here is a trifie lower 
than the rate from Portland to Ban Francisco, 
s0 the dealerssend here, where they can geta 
prime article. They pooneny get them cheaper 
too. That's one of the peculiarities of a freight 
war. We are also shipping vegetables to Cali- 
fornia—something altogether unknown before 
the present rate went into effect. I think we 
have shipped three carloads of onions and pota- 
toes in the past two weeks, and of course 
other shipments have been made over otber 
roads. That can be accounted for only on the 
Peres that a superior article can be obtained 

ere as cheaply as the ordinary product can be 
purchased there. As to our share of the thirty- 
cent rate we get4cents per 100 pounds to Kansas 
City, hardly enough to pay for wear and tear 
and cars.’ 


CHICAGO PORE AND BEEF TRADE. 

Cxu104Gco, March 22,—The Daily Commer- 
cial Bulletin published to-day its anaual report 
of the year’s business of Chicago pork packers 
together with a statement of the beef trade dur- 
ing the year ending March 1, 1886. The pork- 
packing interest is shown to have enlarged con- 
siderably during the year, the number of hogs 
packed during the Summer of 1885 having been 
2,635,678, an increase of 675,690 over the number 
packed during the previous season. The total 
number of hogs slaughtered during the 12 
months ending March 1, 1886, is found to be 
4,928,730, an increase of 700,525 over the preced- 
ing 12 montbs, An increase in the volume of the 
dressed-beef trade is also noted, The quality of 
the animals is found to have improved, which 
has made the dressed produot correspondingly 
more valuable, The receipts of cattle for 12 
months ending March 1, 1 were 1,902,818 head, 
and the shipments, 724,348.

A DECISION IN THE CHICAGO 
ELECTION OASES. 

THE CRIMES OF MACKIN AND GALLAGHER 
TO BE PROSECUTED BY INDICTMENT 
AND NOT BY INFORMATION. 

WASHINGTON, Maren 22.—The Supreme Court 
of the United States to-day rendered its decision on 
the questions submitted to it by the Circuit Court in 
the Mackin-Gallagher election conspiracy case. Justice 
Gray delivered the opinion of the court. He said: "In 
ex parte Nelson it was held by this court, upon full 
consideration, that a crime punishable by imprison- 
ment fora term of years at hard laborisan infamous 
erlme within the meaning of the fifth amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States, which declares that 
‘No person shall be held to answer for a capital or 
otherwise infamous crime unless on a presentment or 
indictment by a Grand Jury, ’and, therefore, could 
not be prosecuted by information in any court of the 
United States. The argument by which the soundness 
of these conclusions has been now impugned is, in 
substance, the same as the one submitted in that case, 
and has not convinced us that there was any error in 
that decision. The provision of section 1,022 of the 
Revised Statutes that all crimes and offenses com- 
mitted against the provisions of chapter 7, title Crimes, 
which are not infamous, may be prosecuted either 
by indictment or by information filed by a District 
Attorney, does not undertake to define which of those 
crimes and offenses are infamous, and therefore not to 
be prosecuied by information, but leaves that to 
be regulated by the paramount authority of the Con. 
stitution. So the provisions of sections 1,044 and 1,046 
of the Revised Statutes tn the nature of a statute of 
limitations by which no person can be prosecuted, tried, 
or punished for any offense not capital, or for any 
crimes under the revenue laws, unless the indictment 
is found or the information is instituted with. 
in a certain : time aptter the commiiting of 
such crime or offense, do  not_ prescribe 
or indicate what offenses must be prosecuted by 
indictment and what may be prosecuted by indict 
ment, and what may not be prosecuted 4 informa. 
tion.” The most conclusive evidence of the view of 
Congress upon this subject, the court says, is to be 
found itn the act conferring on the Police Court of the 
District of Columbia original and exclusive jurisdic 
tion of all offenses against the United States commit- 
ted inthe District not deemed capital or otherwise in- 
famous crimes; that is to say, of all simple assaults 
and batteries and all other misdemeanors not punish. 
able by imprisonment in the penitentiary. “Infamous 
crimes” are thus in the most explicit words defined to 
be those punishable by imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. The first question|submitted by the Cireuit Court, 
viz.: ‘‘ Whether the crimes charged against the de. 
Tfendants inthe ¢ourts onthe information are infa- 
mous crimes within the meaningof the fifth article 
of amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States’ is answered inthe affirmative. The second 
question, viz,, “Whetherthe defendants can or can 
not be held to answerin the courts of the United 
States for the crimes charerd against them otherwise 
than on presentment or indictment of a Grand Jury,” 
the court answers inthe negative, and these an:wers 
rendered immaterial the other questions submitted, 
The effect of the decision will beto release defendants 
from the punishment inflicted by the the United States 
courts for tampering with election returns, but has no 
effect whatever upon the punishment inflicted by the 
State courts tor perjury.

Some of the Aldermen of 1884 who are 
preparing to testify before the investigat- 
ing committee should take a few lessons 
from the ingenious person in the far South- 
west who manufactures press dispatches 
about Grronimo, Gen. Crook, and Lieut.

In approving the Cantor bill providing 
for the sale at public auction of the priv- 
ilege of using streets for railways, Gov. 
Hitt characterizes in very plain and vig- 
orous language the action of the “local 
authorities” of this city, which shows the 
necessity for such a provision. He has no 
hesitation in. commending the general 
features of the bill, but he thinks it does 
not go far enough. It should, he says, 
provide safeguards for correctly ascer- 
taining the amount of gross re- 
ceipts, and should specifically regulaie 
all the proceedings pertaining to 
the "sales, and ‘“‘ otherwise more fully 
protect the rights of the people.” He 
suggests amendments for this purpose, 
and says that any injustice that may be 
done in particular cases, where consents 
have already been honestly, fairly, and in 
good faith obtained, may be remedied by 
supplementary legislation. The Governor 
then proceeds to express his opinion very 
forcibly in favor of prompt action an- 
nulling the Broadway franchise. ‘‘ The 
interests of public morality, he says, “‘ re- 
quire that the holders of the booty, wheth- 
er at first orsecond hand, should not be 
allowed to carry it off triumphantly.” 
There is no doubt left as to the Governor’s 
position on the question of dealing with 
this ill-gotten franchise and those who 
have profited by it. 











The Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of District Assembly No. 101, 
Knights of Labor, complains that the pro- 
posal of Mr. Hoxie for the settlement of 
the strike on the Missouri Pacific Road 
would place the Knights in the position 
of having made a causeless strike. So far 
as that road is concerned that seems to be 
“‘about the size of it.” Having refused 
the settlement recommended by the Gov- 
ernors of Missouri and Kansas, the Knights 
now call upon the merchants of St. 
Louis, whose interests they have s0 
seriously injured, to intervene with a 
demand that the railroad company run 
its trains or forfeit its charter. As they 
are the only obstacle to running trains, 
this request, coming from them, is decid- 
edly cool. They are also threatening to 
extend the strike to all the railroads of 
the country. If they attempt that, it is to 
be hoped that they will find somewhere 
law enough and exécutive vigor enough for 
the enforcement of laws for the protection 
of property and the rights of railroad cor- 
porations. Knights. of Labor are no more 
above the law than other people and have 
no more right to “ kill” engines, burn 
bridges, or stop railroad trains and run 
them upon side tracks. 











Gen. SCHOFIELD has apparently fol- 
lowed the example of Gen. Hancock in 
exercising the privilege of choice of divis- 
ion command accorded to him as senior 
Major-General by selecting the Division 
of the Atlantic, with headquarters at 
Governor's Island. While thus exchang- 
ing the breezes of Lake Michigan and the 


prairies for those of New-York Harbor 
Gen. SCHOFIELD will also accept a com- 
mand whose routine duties are apt to be 
somewhat less onerous than those of the 
Division of the ‘Missouri.

MR. LOGAN'S RESOLUTION. 


We are not in a position to say that Mr, 
Loaan is weary of the fight in the Senate 
over the Edmunds resolutions, but he acts 
asif he were. Whether it be due to a 
conviction that the action he has induced 
the Senate to take on the Dement case 
has knocked the bottom out of those 
resolutions, or whether it be due to a per- 
ception of public opinion as to the real 
position of the majority Senators, we do 
not know, but the resolution introduced 
by Mr. LoGan yesterday assuredly points 
the way which Mr. EDMUNDS must fol- 
low if he does not wish to wreck the 
party of which he has assumed the leader- 
ship. This resolution was as follows: 

Resolved, That the sessions of the Senate com- 
monly known as executive sessions, so far as 
they apply to nominations, confirmations, or re- 
jections, shall hereafter be held with open doors, 
and that a public record of the same shall be 
kept the same as of legislative sessions, 

We have no desire to impute to Mr. 

LoGaN purely political motives for this 
move; he will undoubtedly be able 
to sustain his resolution by sufficient 
arguments’ based on the publie good. 
But Mr. Logan is an experienced poli- 
tician and a very shrewd one, and it 
is not ‘uncomplimentary to him to 
say that he has recognized the drift of 
public sentiment, and in preparing to go 
with it is showing himself a far wiser 
party man than those who resist it. The 
safety of the Republican Party lies in open 
sessions, It can do nothing to regain 
public confidence unless it resort to 
them. Had the leaders, so far as it 
has any, of the party in the Senate taken 
a moderate course toward the new Ad- 
ministration, the secrecy of the Senate 
might have been maintained for a long 
time without any special consequences. 
Sensible men who had reflected on the 
subject would have seen that it was an 
anomaly, an abuse, and, in some regards, 
a nuisance. But public sentiment would 
not have been aroused. The people gen- 
erally would have been indifferent. Had 
the President’s nominations been acted 
upon on their merits, without reference 
to removals or the reasons for removals 
except in cases of conspicuous error or in- 
justice, no one would have seriously ques- 
tioned the persistence of the Senate in its 
time-honored course. 
But this policy was not pursued. The 
Republican leaders were too eager. They 
were not content with such reasonable 
ground of criticism as might be afforded 
in the regular course of affairs. They 
wanted to pick flaws in the President’s 
policy from the start. They set out on a 
hunt for political capital. They forgot 
that in fixing public attention on the 
President’s way of dealing with the offices 
they must necessarily, at the same time, 
invite attention to their own way of deal- 
ing with the same subject. They did not 
perceive that every time they accused Mr. 
CLEVELAND of concealing his motives for 
his official acts they were ‘provoking 
the question why they shrouded their 
own motives under an oath of 
complete concealment. They also 
failed to see that their real difficulty in 
finding fault with him lay in the fact that 
there was very little occasion for fault 
finding. Had they been men of sense and 
cool judgment they would have gone on 
with their regular business and waited for 
some good opportunity to gain legitimate 
party advantage. In doing so they would 
have helped, without directly trying, to 
divide the Democratic Party, for up to the 
time the Edmunds policy took shape the 
President was steadily losing active sym- 
pathy in hisown party. The Republicans 
did not perceive that their tacit approval 
of his course would be more effective in 
weakening him with the Democrats than 
anything else they could possibly provide 
for that purpose. They made the mistake 
of attacking him, and his party was 
forced to rally to his support. 

Having deliberately chosen to make the 
question of the treatment of the civil 
service the chief issue of the session, the 
Republican leaders must now fortify 
themselves by abandoning the secret 
session. If they do not do this they 
will inevitably lose the day. They can- 
not face the public conviction of the ab- 
surdity, the weakness, the hypocrisy of 
their position toward the President while 
they persist in the shameful policy of 
secrecy in their own proceedings. This, 
undoubtedly, is what Mr. LoGan per- 
ceives. He follows Mr. PLatt and Mr. 
Van Wyok in demanding that the doors 
be opened. He is a Senator of much 
greater influence and importance than 
either of these gentlemen. His resolution 
of yesterday marks the beginning of the 
end. 








TO IMPROVE THE ALDERMEN. 

Senator Daty has introduced a bill pro- 
viding that the number of Aldermen for 
this city shall ‘be reduced to fifteen, and 
that they shall be elected ona general 
ticket, the candidate receiving the highest 
vote to be President of the board. The 
strongest argument in favor of such a bill, 
and one that includes all others, is that it is 
calculated toimprove the character of the 
men elected. Anything which promises to 
produce that result ought.to be received 
with general favor. The character of the 


men chosen from a majority of the dis- 
tricts under the present plan is hopelessly 
bad. In many of the Assembly districts 
local politics is dominated by combina- 
tions of liquor dealers and ruffians who 


form associations for the purpose of con- 


trolling votes. In many of these the 
criminal element is prominent, and the 
contest for the election of an Alderman is 
a tussle between two leaders of political 
gangs and their respective heelers for the 


chance of plunder which is afforded by a 


seat in the City Council, The’ man who 


succeeds has many expenses to be reim- 
bursed, and he engages in the ‘‘ Alder- 
manic business” with a view to profits. 


It is the utter rottenness of ward politics 
that gives us the kind of men we have as 
Aldermen. Many of them are keepers of 


disreputable liquor saloons, which are 
centres of what they call political activity, 


pation of a jeweler he is not unlikely to 
turn out to be a receiver of stolen goods. 





It is safe to say that if the Aldermen 


and if one figures in the respectable occu- - 


fore nominated at a general convention, 
there would be a very distinct improve- 
ment in the character of the candidates, 
The pothouse politician who forms an 
association in the Fourth Ward, gives a 
ball in the Winter and a picni¢ in the 
Summer, and spends his time and 
money among dives and gin mills 
in working up support among the 
“boys” could not gain recognition 
in a county convention. If the political 
organization which “ runs’ such a con- 
vention were disposed to give places to 
these leaders of political gangs they 
would not dare to do so, because they 
would surely be defeated at the polls. 
Men of this kind can with no great diffi- 
culty secure a plurality of votes in the 
sort of contest that is generally carried 
on in their districts, but they could not 
hope to find support among the voters at 
large. “They would become insignificant 
in politics when the chance of getting 
into the Board of Aldermen and sharing 
in its ‘‘ pickings” was gone. 

If by separating municipal from gen- 

eral elections, or by any other means, the 
respectable citizens can be induced to 
unite without regard to party politics for 
the purpose of electing good men to pub- 
lic office, there would be a great advantage 
in having the Aldermen chosen on a gen- 
eral ticket. The same _ considerations 
which controlled the nominations for 
other offices would prevail in the 
selection of candidates for Aldermen, 
and there would be a fair chance of 
getting respectable men to accept places 
on the ticket. The same influences which 
might promote the election of a good 
Mayor would be brought to bear to give 
the city an-honest and competent Board 
of Aldermen. Under the present system 
there would be no chance of this. In ward 
politics there is no political principle, and 
if municipal elections were held in the 
Spring or in off years for State politics 
the same methods would still prevail in 
Aldermanic contests. They are beyond 
the reach of the influence of citizens’ 
movements in most of the districts. 
The best hope, therefore, for the im- 
provement of the character of the Alder- 
men lies in this plan for choosing them 
from the city at large.’ The reduction of 
the number to fifteen would be apt still 
more to improve the quality of the mate- 
rial and would make it easier to disregard 
entirely district lines in the selection of 
candidates, There is no ground for the 
representation of Assembly districts in the 
Board of Aldermen. None of its functions 
or duties have any relation to those polit- 
ical divisions. Whatever it does affects 
the interests of the whole city, and each 
member ought to feel his responsibility to 
the whole community, and his depend- 
ence upon it for approval and support. 
Under the present system the character 
and conduct of the board has sunk lower 
and lower, until a decent citizen is reluc- 
tant to have his name associated with it 
even though he lives in a district where 
his character is understood and which it 
is a credit to represent. The board could 
not well be worse than it is, and anything 
that promises to make it better should re- 
ceive the support of all parties. The Daly 
bill contains much promise in that direc- 
tion, and it ought certainly to pass. 








THE FIFTH-AVENUE OMNIBUSES. 


The Fifth-Avenue Transportation Com- 
pany is the projector of the line of 
omnibuses which are expected to provide 
all the public means of transportation 
that are needed in Fifth-avenue. The 
project is approved by the owners of 
property in Fifth-avenue, and by all per- 
sons who desire that that avenue be re- 
served as a driveway and kept free from 
car tracks. The company has bought 
the charter of the old Fifth-Avenue 
Stage Line, under which it can operate 
its stages from Eleventh street to Forty- 
third. It applied to the Board of Alder- 
men for an extension of its route south- 
ward to the Bleecker-street station of the 
Sixth-avenue elevated in South Fifth-ave- 
nue, and northward from Forty-third 
street to Eighty-ninth. These extensions 
are obviously necessary in order to make 
the line really a Fifth-avenue line. The 
committee of the Board of Aldermen to 
which the petition was referred reported 
in favor of granting the extension south- 
ward, but reported also that the extension 
northward was a new route, within the 
meaning of the Consolidated act, and 
should therefore be disposed of at public 
auction, 

This latter proposition looks like a 
quibble. The right from Forty-third- 
street northward would be of very little 
value without the right from Forty- 
third southward, which already belongs 
to the Fifth-avenue company. Such as it 
was, however, the report was laid on the 
table on the motion of JaEHNE, 
and this disposition was of course 
taken in order to coerce the 
Fifth-avenue company into bribing the 
Aldermen, The company has refused to 
conciliate these statesmen, and a bill has 
been introduced in the Legislature granting 
it the right to run stages through the ave- 
nue from Bleecker street to Eighty-ninth. 
The approval of the Fifth-avenue associa- 
tion, which it seems this bill has, is a 
guarantee that the public interests are 


protected by its provisions. It should, 
therefore, be enacted at once, as the pub- 
lic need for the new line is manifest. 








THE TRADE IN SHAM BUTTER. 
The Legislature should appropriate for 


the use of the Dairy Commissioner a sum 
large enough to enable him to do his 
whole duty. Heis fighting for consum- 
ers of butter and for the farmers against 
the manufacturers of sham butter and 


the dealers who sell sham butter as a 
product of the dairy. In this war against 


fraud, consumers and the farmers who 
sell butter are on the same side, and both 
are opposed by a handful of manufactur- 
ers and dishonest dealers. But the sham 


while consumers do very little for their 


own protection the manufacturers and 
dealers are at all times active ih advancing 
their interests and can afford to spend 
large sums of money in defense of an ‘‘ in- 


dustry” that lives only by means of fraud.

butter. business is very profitable, and: 


‘selves and for consumers through their rep- 


resentatives in the Legislature, and they 
should see to it that the Dairy Commis- 
sioner is properly supported and is not 
deprived of the sinews of war. 

The Commissioner asked for an appro 
priation of $100,000. The Assembly com- 
mittee gave him $50,000, and in the 
Assembly this sum was raised to $75,000. 
The Senate committee has reduced the 
appropriation to $50,000. It is said that 
the farmers in the Assembly will not ac- 
cept this reduction. We hope they will 
not. But why should the proper support 
of the Commissioner depend upon the 
farmers? Are not all members of the 
Legislature representatives of the con- 
sumers of New-York State? ‘Will any of 
them admit that they represent the fac- 
tories where sham buiter is made and the 
rascals who rob and deceive the people by 
selling the stuff as real butter? All who 
represent the people in their districts 
should unite in making the Commission- 
er’s work as thorough, far-reaching, and 
effective as possible. 

So far as we know the Commissioner’s 
work has been well done. Itis for this 
reason that the advocates of fraud and 
the makers of axle grease are trying to 
break him down, and are hoping that the 
Legislature will withhold the money that 
he ought to have. Every dollar used in 
preventing the fraudulent sale of sham 
butter is well spent, and the expenditure 
of ten times the sum for which the Com- 
missioner asks would be a good invest- 
ment if by means of it the stuff could be 
excluded from the State. 


A TRIUMPH OF ENGINEERING. 


The owners of a narrow gauge road in 
Colorado point with pride to the fact that 
a mile of that thoroughfare cost $150,000. 
The section of the road in question is cut 
out of the side of a mountain. 

For a pioneer road this is perhaps an ex- 

pensive construction, but the difficulties 
of railroad engineering presented in the 
most settled parts of the East are quite as 
great as those of roads among the 
Rocky Mountains, and are overcome 
by even more costly methods. The 
great Broadway Railroad is a case in 
point. This road, from its southern ter- 
minus at Bowling Green to its junction 
with the Seventh-Avenue northern at 
Union-square, is less than three miles in 
length and yet it has cost not less than 
$5,000,000, or at least ten times per mile 
as much as the most expensive part of the 
road through the Rocky Mountains, 
No doubt a part of this expense is to be 
accounted for by the more substantial 
construction of the Eastern road, which is 
double-tracked throughout and “‘ metaled” 
in the best manner, without regard to 
cost. The distinguished head of the com- 
pany, Mr. JacoB SHaRP, who supervised 
its construction throughout, has lately 
explained to a commission the extraor- 
dinary expense to which the company 
was put in order to get the very best steel 
for its rails, and the great costliness, 
also, of the excavations for the roadbed 
and of the ballast. 


Making all proper allowance, however, 
for these details of construction, itisevident 
that the great difference in cost between 
the New-York and the Colorado road 
must be sought in the greater engineering 
difficulties presented to and surmounted 
by the former. A profile of the road 
shows an almost continuous ascent from 
Bowling Green, which is nearly at 
sea level, to the Union-square terminus, 
where the giddy altitude of nearly 
sixty feet is attained, as determined by 
the surveying party through barometrical 
observations, The only break in the 
steady climb of nearly twenty feet to the 
mile is furnished at the Canal-street 
plateau. This section of the road, after a 
gradual descent from Leonard-street, 
traverses the long level of the 
Collect Pond Cafion, and _ then be- 
gins the precipitous ascent toward 
Houston-street at a grade of not less than 
1 in 300, When the trains are behind time, 
and are making their utmost speed, the 
passengers who join the conductor on the 
rear platform can form some idea of the 
nature of the acclivity they are ascending 
by watching the frantic efforts of a fat 
man with a gripsack to overtake the train. 
If he appears to be in danger of doing 
this the conductor signals the engineer 
to go ahead at full speed, and then, if the 
track is clear, calls the attention of the 
passenger to the rapidity with which the 
fat man seems to recede till he becomes a 
mere speck in the distance, On either 
hand rise sheer cliffs of marble, brown- 
stone, and brick to the height of seventy or 
eighty feet, beetling above the track asif to 
overwhelm the train making its way un- 
derneath. This narrow gorge, which 
must have been blasted out at enormous 
labor and expense, continues, its bound- 
ing walls unchanged in height, until the 
summit is reached at Union-square, 
where a wide prospect suddenly opens 
to the traveler’s vision, There still 
remains to be overcome the obstacle pre- 
sented by the Lincoln Statue This is 
skillfully avoided by a detour, the Great 
Horseshoe Curve, which is so sharp that 
by standing on the rear platform at the 
inner side of the curve the ears of the 
horses may be seen. This great bend 
brings us to the junction. 

It must be evident to the Colorado peo- 
ple that their mountain railroad as a 
triumph of engineering is not to be com- 
pared with the Broadway line. European 
engineers are prone to imagine that their 


railroads are more solidly built than 
ours, but they may be challenged to 


produce the equal of these three miles of 
road at $1,500,000 a mile. When the pro- 
posed extension of the Broadway line to 
Sing Sing is completed it will be a source 


of unalloyed pride and satisfaction to the 
citizens of New-York, 


The ease with which Gen. PRENDERGAST

WHO DREW THE MEASURE, 
‘HOW THE CANTOR BILL WAS PASSED 18 
ITS PRESENT SHAPE. 

Now that the Cantor bill as amende4 
by Senator Hendricks has become a law by the 
signature of the Governor, and the-seheme of 
the cable road has been effectually blocked, the 
Question as to the author of the amendment 
which resulted in this good work has become an 
interesting and much-discussed otie. It will be 
remembered that during the discussion of the 
bill in the Senate the authorship was attributed 


to Col. George Bliss. Col. Bliss, when spoken ta 
bya Times reporter on th 
responded: n the subject yesterday, 
} Have I read the interview of Charles P. Mil. 
ie in the Evening Post as to the weenie ay A ot 
be Cantor bill as passed? Yes, I have. I don’t 
think the authorship of that bill isa thing to be 
parmewarty roud of or to be ashamed of either, 
far asi calls a halt and puts an end to the cabla 
grant and to some others it is a very go0d thine, 
and the Legislature is entitled to credit for ita 
passage. Senator Hendricks isthe man who ig 
entitled, ore to more credit than any one 
else, though nator Pitts and Assembiyman 
Hamilton, and indirectly Speaker Husted, are 
entitled to great praise. 
I will tell you the facts. On the Saturday 
previous to the passage of. the bill Senator Hen« 
dricks reques me to draw an amendment ta 
the Cantor bill as it then stood, which should, 
with as little change as possible, make it simply 
applicable to the cablescheme. That evening I 
drew such an amendment. I found that the 
Cantor bill as it stood was an amendment of the 
law of 1884, simply changing the word ‘may’ to 
must,’ so as to Lr poe a sale of the franchise 
fora street railroad at auction, but as it referred 
only to applications under the act of 1884, while 
the cable scheme was organized under the act of 
1875, the bill as it stood did not affect the cable 
scheme. I therefore amended the Cantor bill by 
striking out in two or three places the words 

under this act’ or similar words whic 
limited its application to the act of 1884. 
then added as the second section the retroactive 
Provision and asa third section a repeal of the 
section of the act of 1884 to which the Cantor bill 
was originally an amendment. I also changed 
the title. Senator Hendricks introduced the bill 
into the Senate on Monday night. At the same 
time Senator Pitts introduced a bill which he 
had drawn, and which was on that evening or- 
dered to a third reading as a new bill. The next 
day, however, the bill I had drawn was taken up 
in the Senate asan amendment to the Cantor 
bill. Two or three unimportant amendmentd 
were made to the first section; my second sec 
tion, the retroactive clause, was left unebanged; 
my third or repealing section made the fourth 
section, and a new third section, relating ta 
bonds, was inserted. Then Vedder got added in 
the interest of the cable road a provision for 
making the sale to the corporation proposing 
to carry for the lowest fare. Inthis form the 
bill was passed by the Senate. The Assembly 
non-concurred, and the bill went to a confer- 
ence committee, To that committee there wag 
prceentes a bill drawn, I suppose, by Messrs, 

iller, Scott, and Strahan, which had taken ag 
its basis Mr. Pitts’s bill, but had added to it my 
retroactive section as I drew it on Saturday, and 
which Mr. Hendricks introduced in the Senate 
on Monday,and which the Senate bad passed 
on Tuesday, but with some amplication of ver< 
biage. This bill, so made up, was, with some 
modifications which did not touch my retroact~ 
Ive section, reported by the conference com- 
mittee and passed by the Legislature.”

THE CANTOR BILL SIGNED 


AN EMPHATIC MESSAGE FROM 
GOV. HILL. 
YEE RAILROAD THIEVES OF THIS CITY DE- 
SCRIBED IN PLAIN TERMS AND FUR- 
THER LEGISLATION SUGGESTED. 


Atpany, March 22.—At precisely 10:30 
o'clock this morning Gov. Hill signed the 
amended Cantor bill, and it became a law of the 
State. To-niznt he sent to the Senate and As- 
sembly a message suggesting supplemental leg- 
islation, to remedy the injustice done by the 
Cantor bill to several corporations whose con- 
gents had not been fully obtained when this bill 
was signed. Z 

The Governor uses some very strong language 
in regard to the acquisition of the franchise of 
the Broadway Kailroad. “Corporate highway- 
men,” “corrupt combination of bribers,” and 
“ banded despoilers” are a few of the striking 
terms which he employs in his discussion of the 
methods by which this great franchise was se~- 
cured. The Senate Railroad Committee and the 
Legislature will have an ally in the Executive 
Chamber should they succeed in passing a law 


nnuliing the charter of the Broadway Road. 

oth houses ordered the message printed and 
referred to their Railroad Committees. 

Gov. Hill’s message is a document of consider- 
able length. He refers to the General Street 
Surface Railway act of 1884 asa fairand honest 
method of disposing of franchises, under which 
it was believed that “local authorities hav- 
ing the interests of their municipali- 
ties at heart would unquestionably avail 
themseives of it.” Gov. Cleveland’s rea- 
gons for approvin of the act which 
did not make the sale of such franchises at 
auction obligatory are quoted, showing that he 
did not insist upon this provision, because in 
other cities in the State than New-York it might 
result in the sale of valuable franchises at a 
merely nominal consideration. This discre- 
tionary power was unwisely conferred, Gov. 
Hill thinks, in the light of recent events, and he 
Bays: 

“ Valuable franchises in the city of New-York have 
been practically given away ‘in the broad light of day, 
and witha brazenness and bo/dness’ unparalleled in the 
neg! of our municipalities. Recent developments 

ave made clear the frauds and crimes by which such 
results were accomplished. Instead of exacting com- 

msation for the city, its recreant officials have made 

nemselves the beneficiaries of their official action, ana 

their votes, rather than the franchises, have been sold 
to the highest bidder.”’ 

In speaking of the “iniquitous grant” of the 
Broadway Surface Road, he says “the Aldermen 

ave the franchise away to a corporation that 
fad purchased the majority of the votes by 
which the outrage was consummated,” and pro- 
nounces the whole scheme as one for “ de- 
bauching the officials of the city and plunder- 
ing the public.” Like methods, he. in- 
timates, were pursued in the recent grant of the 
franchise for 75 miles of streets to another cor- 
poration. These facts, he thinks, makefcompul- 
sory what was before discretionary—the selling 
of public franchises at auction. Then he says of 
the bill under consideration: 

“ There can be no reasonable objection to the gener- 
alfeatures of this measure. It is founded upon jus- 
tice and common fairness, and ts alike beneficial to the 
municipalities affected, as well as fair to rival ratsroad 
companies. The bill has been hastily formulated, and 
jt is doubtless imperfect in some of its ‘details. 
It does not seem to go far enough in all re- 
spects. It should provide safeguards for the pur- 
pose of enabling the municipal suthorities to cor- 
rectly ascertain the amount of the ‘gross receipts’ 
upon which a percentage of compensation is to be 
based. and it should specifically regulate all the pro- 
ceedings pertaining to the sales, and otherwise more 
fully protect the rights of the people. These 
amendments can be hereafter made. It is 
also possible that injustice may be done to 

railroads in ifferent portions of the 
8tate by the operation of the latter part of sec- 
tion 2of the bill. The Legislature may not have in- 
tended to disturb the status of those companies that 
bud honestly, fairly. and in good faith obtained the 
consent of the municipalities for an adequate consider- 
tion paid or agreed to be paid, and where no claim 
fas been made that a greater compensation was offered 
pr could have been obtained. If this isso the error 
can be correpted by supplemental legislation.” 

Possible errors in the draft of the bill he con- 
Biders it his duty to overlook in order that the 
consummation of the cable railway grant may 
be averted and possible similar raids in the fut- 
ure prevented. Then he says: 

“Is it possible that the franchise of the greatest 
thoroughfare in America can be obtained by fraud, 
corruption, and brivery, and the people be obliged to 
git idly by and contemplate the spectacle of the 
brivers or their convenient assignees in peace- 
able possession of their stolen franchise, 
enjoying the fruits of their wrongdoing? 
The guilty parties may be punished criminally, but 
it seems equally important that the defrauded city 
should have an adequate remedy. It is believed that 
guch action should be taken by the Legislature as will 
effectually prevent such schemes from resuiting in any 
profit, and that will restore to the city the franchise 
that was stolen fromit. The interests of public mo- 
rality require that the holders of the booty. whether at 
first or second hand, should not be allowed to carry it 
off triumphantly.” 

To the Legislature he points out those sections 
of the law which permit of the annulment or 
dissolution of the corporation and the repeal of 
its charter, and says: 

“The repeal of the charter and the dissolution of 
the corporation would vacate the stolen franchise. It 
would restore to the city of New-York its own prop- 

of which it has been despoiled, and 
afford a salutary iesson and. estab- 
lish a precedent valuable in all ‘the future 
history of our State. Without additional 
Jegisiation the courts seem powerless to 
render any effectual aid. There is need of heroic 
treatment, Sertemiy and speedily applied. The people 
are looking to the Legislature in this emergency, and 
it is necessary that the purpose to defeat this con- 
spiracy of fraud, corruption. and public robbery should 
be conspicuously manifested. ‘the more effectual and 
the more swift the measures of redress are, the more 
will such action redound tothe honor of the State.” 

He closes his message by comparing the street 
railway corporations witha party of highway- 
men. When one of the Jatter seizes an inaividual 
and despoilis bim the Jaw not only compels the 
restitution of the property but the life of the 
robber as well, The time has come, he says, 
when the like principle of retribution must pre- 
vail ana like justice be meted out to a band of 
despoilers of the life, honor, and property of 
the Commonwealth. 

Senator Low, in speaking of the Governor's 
message, said that it would lighten the labors of 
his investigating committee in securing the 
passage of theannulling act. It would, he be- 
lieved, have the effect of getting the Democrats 
{nto line, quite a number of whom, he was 
aware, were opposed to the annulment of the 
ebarter. 

If the five bills drawn by the Railroad Com- 

issioners, making needed amendments to exist- 
statutes, meet with no more opposition than 
they encountered in Committee of the Whole in 
the Assembly to-night they will become laws. 
Unfortunately for them they have still a flerce 
gantiet to run. They were before the Legisla- 
ture a year ago, and comment upon them was 
such as to justify the Commissioners in their 

reparation and transmission to the Legislature. 

hey regulate the transportation of dynamite 
and other combustibles; hold railroad companies 
strictly responsible for damage from fire occa- 
gioned by the sparks of locomotives; require the 
Commissioners to certify to the necessity of any 
railroads contemplated in the future; prevent 
the leasing of parallel and competing lines and 
forbid the lease of one line to anutherexcept by 
the consent of a majority of its stockholders; 
and, lastly, forbid railroads crossing streets or 
other railroads on the same level. This last bill 
‘was opposed by Mr. Platt, his chief argument 
being that the erection of so many additional 
bridges would cause more deaths among railroad 
employes than are caused bytrailroad crossings 
on a level. Mr. Ainsworth, of Oswego, made a 
strong speech in support of the Commissioners’ 
bill, and Gen. Batcheller also took the view that 
such protection was humane and in the interest 
of the public. 

Senator Plunkitt introduced a bill which is 
calculated to make Maurice B. Flynn flutter. 
Mr. Fiynn has much to do with furnishing the 
fronwork used by the Public Works Depart- 

ent, including the hydrants. The bill of Mr. 

lunkitt gives the Fire Commussioners, instead 
of Mr. Fiynn’s friend Squire, the designation of 
the style of hydrantsto be used, but compels 
Commissioner Squire to erect these hydrants at 
the expense of his department. 

Senator Traphagen, bada bill introduced giv- 
ing the control of Fiftb-avenue between Fifty- 
ninth and One Hundred and Tenth streets to the 
Park Commissioners. This is to protect that 
thoroughtare from persons who covet it for 
railroad purposes. Senator Worth introduced 
a bill providing for a fourth Charity Commis- 
sioner at « salary of y 

Senator Cullen's bill, increasing the salaries of 
New-York Police Captains to $2,750, was passed 
by the Senate to-night. Among other bills 
passed by the Senate was that of Senator Mur- 
phy, limiting to 12 hours a day the work of car 
agrivers and conductors. 

When Mr. C. D. Baker's bill authorizing the 
issue of 12 stands of arms to each Grand Army 
ee requesting the same to be used only in 

ring salutes over the graves of decessed com- 
rades, was announced in the Assembiy to-night 
Mr. Batchelier moved to substitute his bill, 
which is similar, except that Baker’s bill author- 
izes the constituting of these posts as posge com- 
itatuses in localities where no National Guard 
company exists. Mr. Batcheliler’s bill was sub- 
Wituted for Mr. Baker's, and was passed.

THE CABLE PEOPLE CALM. 

An agent of the cable railway project 
telegraphed from Albany yesterday morning the 
probability that the Cantor bill would be signed 
fluring the day, but it was not until some time 
after the evening papers announced the news that 
confirmation of it reached the company’s office. 
It came in a telegram to Lawyer Charles P. 
Bbaw, as sententiously as the melancholy fact 
demanded, saying simply “ It is a law.”

Every one knows that 
acable railway would agreat convenience 
and advantage to the city, and nothing could be 
better or cheaper for the public than the system 
of five-cent fares to any part of the city,for which 
our charter provides. he horse car companies 
naturally op»cse us, just as stages obstructed 
horse car travel on Broxdway for 25 years. But 
ultimately the cable system wil! win. I baven’t 
the slightest doubt of it. Whether this be 
achieved through this company or through 
some other undcr our charter is of little im- 
portance to the public. Our preject has been 
honestly developed. The Board of Aldermen 
would have granted us a franchise only because 
they believed the project a worthy one. They 
were in our {avor when the Broadway franchise 
was granted, preferring a cable over & horse car 
line on that street. Other considerations over- 
came their preference, but they now proposed 
to do the cable company justice. It will all 
work right in time, with persistency, of which 
there is no lack in the cable company.”

THE NEW-JERSEY HOUSE STAND 29 To 15

TRENTON, March 22.-—Arrangements have 
been about completed for the trial by the Sen- 
ate to-morrow morning of Keeper Laverty, of 
the State prison. Ex-Judge Hoffman and the 
other counsel retained by the Keeper will insist, 
if any disposition on the part of the prosecutors 
foralonger postponement is manifested, that 
the trial proceed at once, Each day's de- 
lay seems to obring new charges, and 
they say they do not propose to 
give opportunity for the accumulation 
of accusations by every female convict in the 


prison whom caprice may prompt to swear 
against the Keeper, Right on the eve of the 
trial came rumors of a disagreement among the 
managers on the part of the House. Mr. Throck- 
morton, one of the five, says that he will refuse 
to serve. He is the only Democrat on the board, 
and feels sligntea because his confréres have 
employed counsel and done everything else 
needful in the premises without even paying 


him the compliment of asking him what he 


thought about it. 

At 9:30 o’clock this evening the railroad men 
in the House deemed themselves strong enough 
to venture upon the effort to defeat Gov, 
Abbett’s veto of the Chase Staten Island Sound 
Bridge bill. Assemblyman Parker was the com- 
mandant of the Pennsylvania Railroad men, 
while “Cul” Barcalow, the agent of the railroad 
in Trenton, who isexciuded trom the floor with 
the rest of the lobby. looked on approvingly 
from the gallery. Parker's first motion was for 
asuspension of the rules for the consideration 
of the veto. This was carried by a vote of 29to 
15, and a call of the House followed it. This 
showed five absentees, and afterthe message 
bad been read the ball was set rolling. Mr. 
Parker made a pone speech in opposition to the 
points made in the veto. Gourley, of Passaic, 
climbed tv his feet to respond, Scheele, his fellow- 
member from Passaic, with a lively remem- 
brance of Gourley’s five-hour talk of the other 
night, sprang to the front with a call for the 
previous question. The House refused to order 
this,and then Gourley began a speech in de- 
fense of the veto.. He was followed by Messrs. 
Besson and Hudspeth, and the bill was finally 
passed by a vote of 39 to 15. 





A REMINISCENCE OF GREELEY. 


HOW HE DEDICATED MUSIC HALL IN KINGS- 
TON AND DEPARTED. 

Kryeston, N. Y., March 22.—Music Hall 
is advertised to be sold at public auction, and 
its prospective change of ownership has been 
the means of eliciting reminiscences of Horace 
Greeley which have never beenin print. Mr. 
Greeley made a speech in Kingston many years 
ago,iu which he pointed out the great need of 
baving a large public hallhere. A stock com- 
pany was formed; the hall was built. It was 
decided that Horace Greeley should dedicate it. 
A letter was written to him to that effect. Mr. 
Greeley answered, but the members of the com- 


mittee could not read it. A man finally was 
found who deciphered the writing. Greeley said 
he would come and he did. Greeley never was 
considered an orator. On the night of the dedi- 
cation he talked solong and so poorly that he 
came near driving every one out of the hall. 

He was the guest of Gen. T. B. Gates. Mr. 
Greeley said he wished to take the early boat in 
the morning for New-York. Gen. Gates made 
arrangements to give him an elaborate break- 
fast and to convey him to the steamboat’s dock 
at Kingston Point. A servant rapped on the 
bedroom door at the proper time, and Gen. 
Gates, when breakfast was ready, went to escort 
the journalist to the table. He rapped, but re- 
ceived no answer. He rapped again, and still no 
answer. Becoming alarmed, he tried the door, 
and, as it was unlocked, he opened it and walked 
in. The room was vacant. Ascarch was made 
for Mr. Greeley. The news spread all over 
Kingston that he had been abducted or 
‘that he had committed suicide by jump- 
ing into the Esopus Creek. After a long search 
a colored man was found who said that he had 
seen aman going across lots from Gen. Gate’s 
house toward Rondout. ‘** How was he dressed ?”” 
was asked. He answered: “In a white coat, 
with the pockets crammed full of newspapers, 
and wearing a big pair of trousers.” He had seen 
Greeley making tracks for the boat early in the 
morning. A few days later the members of the 
Reception Committee received a ietter from 
Horace. After a time they were able to read 
enough of the epistle to know that he wanted 
$75 for the speech that he had made at the 
dedication. Everybody had supposed, from the 
speech Mr. Greeley had made a year or two 

revious, that it was to be done gratuitously. 
Nobody in Kingston seems to know whether or 
not Greeley ever received the $75. 





BUFFALO ALDERMEN ANGRY. 


CHARGES OF BRIBERY MADE BY THE BUF- 
FALO ‘‘ EXPRESS.” 

Bourraro, N. Y., March 22.—Last Satur- 
day the Express, which has severely denounced 
the action of the Aldermen in giving a grant to 
the branch of the Standard Oil Company, which 
proposes to supply this city with natural gas, on 
the ground that the restrictions imposed do not 


saeeiots contained an editorial in which it was 
said: 

**We venture to say tnat if Col. Byrne, of Buffalo, 
the former vigilant Superintendent of Police, could be 
put in pussession of all the factsin the case of the 
natural gas company's grant as engineered through

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

The second performance of “ The Flying 
Dutchman,” which was witnessed at the Acad- 
emy of Music last evening by a very fashionable 
and numérous aeser blage, showed at most points, 
and except in respect of the work of the chorus 
and of the tenor, a marked improvement over 
the earliest representation of the opera. 
Its much increased effectiveness undoubtedly 
sprang out of Miss Juch’s assumption of 
Senta. Miss Juch, who had not been heard 
in public for some time, and who has 
not yet fully recovered, apparently, from 
the shock attendant upon the accident that be- 
fell her on the first night of “ Lohengrin,” was, 
nevertheless, a welcothe successor to Mme, 
Hastreiter as the heroine of Wagner’s romantic 
story. Her special fitness for the part lay 
in the higher range of her tones, in their 
timbre, and in the physique and manner of the 
songstress. The transpositions and cuts made 
necessary by the assignment of the réle of 
Senta to a mezzo-soprano were not resorted to, 
as may be supposed, on the occasion under 
notice, and the lack of contrast ob- 
servable in the maiden’s great scene 
with the Dutchman, as rformed by Mme, 
Hastreiter, was happily avoided in the later rep- 
resentation. Miss Juch’s portrayal of Senta 
was, besides, interesting and impressive with- 
out taking into consideration its direot influence 
upon the general interpretation of the score. 
Though indications of ‘weakness were 
still discernible, particularly in the early stages 
of the performance, the young artist gave 
abundant significance to her first quaint hal- 
lad, while in the long duet with Van- 
derdecken—an effort that the singular 
ideas of the composer as to the eloquence 
of silence and of more or less graceful 
attitudinizing render uncommonly trying to the 
singers if not to the audience—she enhanced 
materially the effect of her measures by inteili- 
gent and. forceful acting. Miss Juch wisely 
reserved herseif for the last act, and 
in this} both volume of voice and dramatic 

ower of no mean kind were revealed, the final 
ncidents of the opera being carried on, more- 
over, by all concerned with an impassioned 
energy that produced a vivid impression 
and awakened hearty applause. Mr. Lud- 
wig made some advance in_ the favor 
of the public, partly through his bettered vocal 
form, but chiefly, as mentioned already, because 
of the change in the principal female 
character. The new baritone phrases his 
music with skill and taste, and he is 
evidently an actor of experience; the 
freshness of his voice, however, has de- 
parted, and his enunciation is very indis- 
tinct. Mr. Whitney was, as heretofore, an 
excelient Daland, and ‘Mr. Mockridge, as 
Erik, was in poor form, The orchestra was at 
its best, which is more than can be said of the 
chorus. Tne heauty and appropriateness of the 
scenic attire of ‘The Fiying Dutchman” have 
been referred to ina recent notice; they are of 
undeniable weight in the presentation of a work 
of this type. 


CHICKERING HALL. 

A very clever young organist, Master 
William C. Macfarlane by name, gave a concert 
al Chickering Ball yesterday afternoon. The 
programme included organ pieces by Mendels- 
sohn, Gregh, Gounod, and Bach, and two over- 
tures by Auber, besides some vocal numbers 
interpreted by Mr. R. H. Humphries and Miss 
Hortense Pierse. Master Macfarlane, who is a 
youth of delicate appearance and seem- 
ingly 15 years of age, or thereabout, 


revealed in his performances the possession 
of a genuine musical temperament, and 
powers of execution that only lack the strength 
of manhood to meet all the demands 
of organ music in the right sense of 
the term. In such programmes as he 
is now fitted to interpret, however, 
he would do wisely, we opine, to keep to com- 
positions adapted to the resources of the noble 
instrument he seeks to master, and not dependin 

for impressiveness upon the _ exceptiona 
brilliancy of the player. Miss  Pierse 
has an agreeable voice and presence and some 
feeling, and her singing is sufficiently effective 
to call forth applause. In default of unvarying 
recognition it would be judicious to retrain 
from acknowledging the feeble encores which 
originate with half a dozen well meaning 
friends scattered about an auditorium, and 
which the remainder of the spectators are too 
polite or indulgent to overtly oppose.

HARLEM CHORAL CLUB. 

A very pleasant concert was that given 
last evening in Association Hall, at One Hun- 
dred and ‘Twenty-ninth-street and Fourth- 
avenue, by the Harlem Choral Club. This or 
ganization, while not large in numbers, is com- 
posed of good material and has a promising 
future, The 81 singers producea good round 
tone of excellent quality, and the parts are 
fairly balanced. Last evening they showed 
what they could do in the way of precision 
and smoothness in singing Rheinoberger’s **Water 
Fay” and Caldecott’s “The House that Jack 
Built,” both of which were greeted by the audi- 
ence with abundant applause.

OUTLINES OF THE PROPOSED TREATY BE- 


TWEEN ENGLAiD AND FRANCE. 


Montreat, March 22,—The particulars 
of the new Anglo-French convention in refer- 
ence to the treaty rights of French fishermen in 
Newfoundland have just been received, and will 
probably prove satisfactory to the colonists. 
By the new arrangement the French withdraw 
their claim to an exclusive right of fishing, and 
recognize a concurrent right of British fisher- 
men to fish everywhere along the whole coast, 
and allow fixed settlements of every description 
on very extended portions of the coast with the 
exception of establishments’ for fishing pur- 
poses. The effect of this arrangement would be 
to throw open nearly all the really good lands on 
the French shore for settlement and to remove 
all those vexatious restrictions on agriculture, 
mining, and lumbering which have interfered 
with these industries. Further, the French with- 
draw their claim to fish in the rivers, except in 
the mouths, as far as the water is salt, and they 
agree to prevent the destructive practice of bar- 
ring the rivers, and thus preventing the ascent 
of thespawning salmon; also they agree that 
wherever there are at present fixed settle- 
ments of any kind, whether for fishing or 
other purposes, on any part of the 
coast, they are not to be disturbed, the 
restrictions applying to future settlements on 
the reserved portion of the shore, which are not 
to be allowed. Even on these reserved portions, 
however, the French propose an important con- 
cession, that should mines be discovered they 
will permit the British to work them and to 
make the necessary erections for mining pur- 
poses and for xo the ore. In return for 
these concessions the French stipulate that the 
superintendence and police of the fisheries shail 
be exercised by the ships of war of the two 
countries. 

The commanders of these cruisers are to mutu- 
ally notify one another of any infractions of this 
agreement or of the treaties in force, especially 
any infractions of the declaration of 1788, which 
prohibits British subjects from interrupting by 
their competition the French fishing. When no 
English cruiser is in sight, and an infraction of 
the declaration should occur, the French cruts- 
ers may remove the ships or boats causing the 
interruption, but if no such interruption takes 

lace, the French cruisers shall not oppose the 

shing operations of British subjects. Thus a 
naval commission would be constituted com- 
posed of representatives of both nations to de- 
cide all doubtful cases of interruptions, and 
to exercise summary justice where offenses 
were committed or damage caused. The 
French also ask to be exempted from 
the Bo) ey of duties on all articles, goods, 
pro —* &c., required for the prosecution of 
their fisheries, also of all light and port dues; 
that a French tamily be allowed to reside in each 
harbor during the Winter for the pel er 4 
of the French establishment, and that Frenc 
fishermen shall have the right to purchase bait, 
both herring and caplin, on shore or at sea on 
the shores of Newfoundland, free of all duty 
or restrictions, subsequent to the 5thof April 
in each year and up to the close of the fishing 
season, 

This arrangement would be thorougbly satis- 
factory but for the last clause, which some of 
the Newfoundland legislators object to as en- 
abling the French to compete with them in the 
fisheries. The new treaty, before coming into 
effect, will have to be adopted by the New- 
foundland Legislature. 





THE METROPOLITAN ATHLETES. 


FEATS IN GYMNASTICS, SWINGING HEAVY 
WEIGHTS, SPARRING, AND WRESTLING, 


The second annual Winter meeting of 
the Metropolitan Athletic Club had a strong 
flavor of originality aboutit. It was a combina- 
tion of entertainments, so that none of the 
club’s friends had any cause to grumble if dis- 
satisfied with any particular branch of the 
programme. The Germania Assembly Rooms, 
where the entertainment was held, was a trifle too 
small to accommodate all who objected to stand, 
a state of things that tickled the Treasurer of the 


club very much. The opening event was an exhi- 
bition on the horizontal bars by Robert Stoll, A.

Mike Haas haa 
an easy thing of it in wrestling with George 
Heintz, and won two out of three falls. 
Charles Spier and Ernst Reinhardt did some 
wonderful things with two one-hundred-pound 
dumb bells. The handled them as an ordinary 
man would handle bells weighing quarter their 
weight. Their acrobatic feate were quite 
as surprising. Between the athietic exercises a 
young man was introduced as ** Senator Fisher,” 
Mr, Fisher said he would favor the spectators 
with imitations of ** prominent actors and stars.” 
His first attempt was directed against Joseph 
Jefferson. The spectators considered the 
Senator’s * Rip Van Wynkle” very amusing and 
laughed, ‘** Senator” Fisher said he hoped the 
“ audience” would show their appreciation of 
his efforts by lauching only at his amusing char- 
acters.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL PLANS. 

Cuicaao, March 22.—It is generally be- 
lieved that the Illinois Central means to give up 
the lease of its Iowa lines from Dubuque to 
Sioux City when the present lease expires next 
year. These leased lines have been operated 
by the Illinois Central at a loss, and there are 
no chances of a profit hereafter. The Central, 


however, does not mean to retire from North- 
western territory. On the contrary, it has 
bee: at work for some time to secure 
a better and more direct line from 
Dubuque, the terminus of Its main line, 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis, and it is now gen- 
erally understood that it is the principal backer 
of the Dubuque and Northwestern Rvuad, now in 
course of construction, and that when that 
road is completed it will be operated 
4 the [Illinois Central. At present the 
Illinois Central finds an outlet to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis by way of the Minnesota and 
Northwestern, with which it connects at Mona. 
When the Dubuque and Northwestern is com- 

leted the arrangement with the Minnesota and 

Orthwestern will be abandoned and the latter 
will have to find another outlet to Chicago. The 
opinion is that the Chicago, Freeport and 8t. 
Pauli scheme is being pushed by the Minnesota 
and Northwestern people to give them a new 
outlet to Chicago in place of the Illinois Central.

COL. THOMAS FORD MORRIS. 

Col. Thomas Ford Morris, a son of Major 
Lewis Nelson Morris, United States Army, wno 
was killed at the battle of Monterey, and a great- 
grandson of Lewis Morris, of Morrisania, died at 
his residence, No. 69 Locust Hill-avenue, Yonk- 
ers, on Sunday morning, after a short illness, of 
Bright's disease. Col. Morris was born in Al- 
bany in 1829, and, after receiving a common 
school education, came to this city to enter 
business, Prior to his coming to New-York, 
however, he served under his father as Quarter- 
master in the Mexican war. Early in 1862 he gave 
up business to join the Seventeenth Regiment, 
New-York State Volunteers, of which he was 
commissioned Lieutenant-Colonel, ‘Subsequently 
he was made Colonel ot the Ninety-third Regi- 
ment, New-York Volunteers, and in these two 
regiments went through the various campaigns 
of the Army of the Potomac. He was selected 
to lead the first detachment detailed to cross the 
Ponton bridge over the Chickahominy Swamp 
at the beginning. of the seven days’ fight before 
Richmond, and he went through all the memo- 
rable battles that followed. He also participated 
in the subsequent campaigns, inciuding that of 
the Wilderness, and was mustered out in 1864. 
After the war he became a member of the Old 
Guard, in which he was at aifferent times Senior 
and Junior Captain and First Lieutenant. On 
the organization of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public he became a member of George Washing- 
ton Post. 

His business career began about 34 years ago, 
when he entereé the Metropolitan Bank in this 
city, where he had charge for a long time of the 
uncurrent money department. After the war 
he began business on hig Own account, becom- 
ing a memberof the Stock Exchange on May 
29, 1865, and at the same time entering into 
copartnership with a Mr. Woodbridge under the 
firm name of Woodbridge & Morris. Later he 
established a banking business in Yonkers. In 
1872 he established in this city the firm of A. G. 
Wood Morris, which was succeeded in 1882 
by Morris, Brown & Co. and in 184 by Morris & 
Sons, now of No. 80 Broadway. He has been a 
resident of Yonkers for many years, and he was 
the first village President of that place before it 
was incorporated as a city. 

In 1851 he married Miss Anna M. Van Valken- 
burgh, who died in 1870 ana left four children— 
Lewis Nelson, Gouverneur, Walter Sewell, and 
Catherine Anna. These children and his second 
wife, who was a sister of his first wife, survive 
him. The funeral will take place at 8 P. M. to- 
morrow from St. John’s Church, Yunkers. It 
will be held under the auspices of the Old Guard, 
and will be attended by George Washington 
Post in a body and by a committee of the Stock 
Exchange.

DARIUS R. MANGAM. 

Darius R. Mangam, who died very sud- 
denly from pneumoniaon Sunday, at one time 
in his busy career as a merchant and banker was 
one of the noted men of New-York. He was 
born at Sing Sing in 1816, and remained in that 
town until he had nearly reached his major- 
ity, when he determined to seek employ- 
ment in New-York. He entered the office 
of Garner & OCo., then just beginning 
to branch out in the print cloth business, and 
by his careful attention and perseverance ren- 
dered himself almost indispensable to the firm, 
finally being admitted toa persmarente, During 
his long career with the house he amassed a 
large fortune, and about the year 1870 retired 
from business, with the intention of enjoying 
the fruits of his industry and busicess foresight, 

His active mind did not enjoy the enforced 
quietude of a retired merchant, and within a 
year he, in company with a number of his old 
business friends, established the National Trust 
Company and was elected its President. 
This was immediately prior to the boom 
which culminated in the financial disas- 
ters which began with the failure of 
Jay Cooke & Co. In the times which fol- 
,lowed the trust company, in common with 
a large number of similar institutions, was forced 
to suspend. Bus the company had achieved 
so good a reputation and was deemed so strong 
that its resumption was considered certain when 
the storm had spent its force. Upon the exami- 
nation of theaffairsof thecompany by the Bank 
Department it was discovered to be badly in- 
volved in a series of loans on uncurrent and dubi- 
ous railway securities, principally on roads in the 
west of Pennsyivania, and in the general de- 
moralization of values no realizations upon 
these securities were possible and the company 
was thrown into the hands of William J. Best as 
Receiver. Charges were made by Mr. Best 
affecting the integritv of Mr. Mangam and an 
attempt was made in the courts to punish 
him for maladministration in his con- 
duct of the affairs of the company. 
These charges were subsequently withdrawn. 
The failure of the trust company and the sub- 
sequent complications thoroughly broke Mr. 
Mangam’s spirit, and for the past two years he 
has done nothing save a little insurance busi- 
ness, although his oid associates and business 
acquaintances had entirely restored him to the 
place he formerly held in their confidence. He 
is survived by his widow and five children—two 
sons, two married daughters, and another 
daughter, Florence, who has recently made a 
successful début upon the concert stage.

DR. JOHN K. KANE. 

Dr. John K. Kane, one of the leading 
practitioners of Delaware, died at the residence 
of his cousin, Col. A. N. Martin, Summit, N. J., 
at 11:30 o’clock yesterday morning. Dr. Kane 
went to Summit more than a week ago on a visit 
to his daughter, and while there was seizea with 
the illness that terminated fatally. The cause of 


his death was erysipelbs, and it was not until 
Sunday thatit assumed alarming preportions. 
Tben his wife was sent for, and went from Wil- 
mington immediately. 

Dr. Kane was born in Philadelphia Dec. 18, 1883, 
He was ason of the Hon. John K. Kane, for many 
years United States District Judge of Pennsyl- 
vania. He studied medicine at Jefferson Med- 
ical College, Philadelphia, and at one of the med- 
ical schools in Paris, and settled in Wilmington 
for the practice of his profession. His brothers 
were Gen. Thomas L. Kane, who went into the 
late war as Colonel of the celebrated Bucktail 
Regiment of Pennsylvania, and Elisha Kent 
Kane, the arctic explorer. Dr. John K. Kane 
accompanied the expedition which went to the 
nort’:ern seas in 1856 for the relief of his brother, 
and was one of the surgeons: The expedition 
went quite far up the coast of Greenland. He 
had a brother who survives him, Robert Pater- 
son Kane, of the Philadelphia Bar. His widow 
is the eldest daughter of the Hon. James A. Bay- 
ard and a sister of the present Secretary of 
State. Personally he was a man of very at- 
tractive manners, very skillful in his profession, 
and greatly beloved by his frienas and patients. 
He leaves & widow, four daughters, and two 
sons.

ARGUING FOR A REPEAL] 


_-ooo 
CONSIDERING THE BROADWAY 
ROAD'’S CHARTER. 

ZHE PROPRIETY OF THE ACT SET FORTH 
BY MR. SEWARD—MR, DYETT’S PLEA 
FOR THE ‘‘ INNOCENT’ STOCKHOLDERS, 


Arguments weighty with law and prec- 
@dents were poured into the ears of the Senate 
Ratlroad Committee yesterday for and against 
the bill that emanated from it repealing the 
charter of Jacob Sharp’s Broadway Railroad. 
Contrary to expectation Joseph H. Choate 
Hid not have his say before the commit- 
tee. He was called out of town. Mr. A. R. 
Dyett tried to convince the Senators that it 
would be a very wicked and cruel thing for them 
to repeal the franchise and thereby bring pov- 
erty and widespread disaster to innocent stock- 
holders. He spoke for himself and several other 
stockholders of the Broadway and Seventh-Ave- 
nue Railway who owned n the aggregate about 
§600,000 worth of stock. 

The gist of Mr. Dyett’s argument was that, in 
repealing the charter of the Broadway Railroad, 
the question of bribing the Aidermen should 
not be given the slightest consideration. The 
consent of the Aldermen was a mere license, a 
very good and quite necessary article to have, 
but in nosense of the word a contract. There 
was no question about the legality of the pro- 
ceedings before the courts and Commissioners. 
The consent obtained from the city was not 


merely consent without consideration, but was 
founded on payments of large sums of money 
to the city. The cause of ali the public talk 
and trouble was the amount of money thus 
paid. Ifasufficient sum had been given for the 
Tranchise no one would have thougbt to inquire 
whether it had been obtained by fraud or not. 

The Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Road 
having once obtained the contract that it did 
from the Broadway Koad, rightfully regarded the 

sontract as property, and should not be deprived 
+ it. To repeai the charter of the Broadway 
oad did not annul any contract made before 
the repeal. The Legislature could not take 
Bway that contract and sell it. No one pre- 
tended that the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Road was party to any fraud. Speaking of the 
evidence taken before the committee, Mr. Dyett 
paid that no court would repeal the charter on 
evidence that was not admissibie, and especially 
if in so doing innocent parties would be in- 
ured. The Legislature was not bound by any 
les of law. It was superior to ali law 
and could take any course it choses; but be- 
cause it could do so was no reason, from Mr. 
Dyett’s pointof view, that it should doso. In 
nearly every country stocks and bonds werea 
source of general investment, and the committee 
should “*pause before destroying in one fell 
Bwoop” public confidence in such securities. In 
punishing the guilty it should not make victims 
of the innocent. 

Lawyer Ciarence A. Seward, in making the 
first argument for repeal of the charter, and 
taking the first view of the situation from the 
crommittee’s standpoint, said that every member 
pf a corporation, and every person contracting 
with it, must be held to have entered into bis 
contract with the company subject to the provis- 
lons of its charter, rendering it liable to be re- 
poet. Nor can the repeal of a charter be 

id to be unconstitutionai and void on the 

rouné that it destroys or impairs the value of 

be franchise of a corporation. This was neces- 
sarily incident toa repeal of the charter. The 
only other right besides that of being a corpora- 
tion which the Broadway Surface Railroad Com- 
‘pany bad was its right to a location in certain 
streets of this city. The Legislature was 
sovereign in sagtiating the streets and avenues 
of the State. r. Seward explained to the com- 
mittee very comprehensively the constitution- 
glity of the bills before it, and the proper 
method of procedure to be pursued for ascer- 
taining facts alleged to justify intended lewisia- 
tion. “If passed,” he said, “the law will be 
resumed by every Judge in the land to have 
n constitutionaily passed. Those who chal- 
lenge its validity will have to establish that 
someone or more of the specific provisions of 
the Constitution have -been violated and that 
the Legislature has been guilty of a clear usur- 
pation of its power. There is no provision of 
the Constitution of the State of New-York ap- 
plicable to the Broadway Railroad Company 
which forbids the Legislature to dissolve it and 
repeal its charter. The arguments that the 
gisiature has no such power are sustained 
only by considerations of expediency, fairness, 
and justice, and not by citations from the Con- 
stitution.” 

Mr. Seward explained at some length the 

ian of forming corporations under the general 

aws and by special act, arguing that in either 
case the question of repeal was purely a matter 
of legislative discretion. ‘There was no ques- 
tion,” be said, *“*of the lawful power of the 
Legislature to annul and dissolye the Broad- 
way Railroad corporation. The right was in- 
herent by virtue of itssovereignty and the res- 
ervation in its statutes.” Taking up the sub- 
ject of the committee's investigations, the direc- 
tionin which they had been pushed, and the 
work accomplished, Mr. Seward said: ‘* These 
facts amply justify the committee in reporting 
@ bill to annul and dissolve all there is of a cor- 

ration which was conceived in fraud, born 
© corruption, and which has between the State 
Bnd itself never had any legal existence, not 
even a valid paper one.” 

Mr. Seward had not finished his argument 
When the committee adjourned to take the 
train for Albany. It will listen to further argu- 
ments there to-morrow. On Friday it will meet 
again inthis city to take testimony. Several 
lawyers joined the crowd that passed in and out 
of the court room during the day to hear the 
arzguments. Ex-Senator Conkling was an at- 
tentive listener toail that was said, and fre- 
quently interrupted Mr. Dyett to have certain 
propositions elucidated more clearly, or to ask 
& Question. In response to one inquiry Mr. 
Dyett said that he did not think, in event of a 
repeal of the Broadway Road charter, that the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Road would 
peomnee to be responsible for the guarantee of 

e bonds. 





THE REV. DR. MAYNARD RESIGNS. 

After the Lenten service of song in the 
®t. Paul’s Protestant Episcopal Church in 
Brooklyn, Eastern District, on Sunday morning, 
when the Rector, the Rev. Dr. Newland May- 
nard, had finished preaching, he announced from 
the chancel his resignation, which had been ac- 
cepted by the vestry at his earnest request. He 
explained that circumstances compelled and 
justified his withdrawal, because no arrange- 
ment could be made for adjusting the mortgage 
of the church, which had necessitated the sur- 
render of the church edifice. Thereupon 
resolutions of the Vestry were read and 
presented to Dr. Maynard by the Vestry, 
represented by the Wardens, William Cleveland 

yde and Augustus Romeon, deploring the loss 
of one who had served them so faithfully for 
15 years, and whose Christian virtues and talents 
Bs @traveler and lecturer had been a great edu- 
cational influence in their midst. At the same 
time they admitted that the hopelessness of the 
financial condition of the church justified his 
resignation, which they reluctantly accepted. 
Then similar resolutions were presented on be- 
half of the congregation by John Terry Wood- 
ruff and R. B. Catherwood, assuring Dr. May- 
nard of their life-long gratitude and friendship, 
audexpressing their profound grief that he 
should have to leave them after 15 years of 
active Christian intercourse. Dr. Maynard is 
about totake a journey through Japan and 
China, and wil) probably lecture on his return.

MR. KETCOHUM’S DEFENSE. 
Rae ne 
HE SAYS BE HAS Lost $54,000 BY FalIL- 
URES ON THE PETROLEUM EXCHANGE, | 
President Wilson, of the Consolidated 
‘Petroleum and Mining Exchange, is working 
hard to straighten out certain matters connected 
with the failure of Broker M. J, Waters on last 
Thursday. It may become a very interesting 
tangle before it is put aside. Mr. Waters said 
yesterday that the checks which fell into E. B, 
Ketchum's hands are likely to be found useless 
by that gentleman, the Broad-street firm to 
whom the check for $3,500 was drawn declining 
to accept it because of legal difficulties in which 
they might be involved. Ketchum has offered 


to settle with Waters on the basis of 85 cents on 
the dollar. 

Mr. Ketchum was anxious yesterday to make 
astatement in his own behalf. He is aspecu- 
lator, he says, and “subject to r»ke,” having 
been in business on the Oil Exchange during the 
past four yearsand having failed twice dunng 
that time. Fluctuations in the oil market in Oc- 
tober, 1884, caused his suspension, with liabilities 
of $12,000, which he settied at 50 centson the 
dollar. His second failure took place last week, 
with “avatiable cash” tothe amount of $4,500 
and an indentedness of over $10,000. When he 
saw that failure was imminent, he says, he and 
his broker, M. J. Waters, disagreed as to how a 
settlement should be made with creditors, and 
Mr. Ketchum remarks that to prevent acon- 
summation of what he deemed an injustice’ he 
“secured” the four-thousand-five-hundred-dol- 
lar check. ‘ 

“It would have been practical with this 
$4,500," Mr. Ketchum insists, **to have made the 
daily clearances, but the result would have been 
the absorption of the entire assets by about half 
the creditors, the balance being left without 
anything. Mr. Waters favored the fitett pian. I 
on cum on the ground that as failure was in- 
evitable the assets must not go exclusively to 
one set of creditors, but be prorated among all. 
My connection with Mr. Waters,"’ he adds, ** was 
such that I was fully authorized in every step I 
have taken.” Mr. Ketchum makes much of the 
fact that in his two failures he has bad Jiabilities 
of only about $22,000, on which he has paid an 
average of 46 per cent.. while he presents along 
list of Pretroleum Exchange members who 
have failed during these same four years. Ac- 
cording to his statement Mr. Ketchum shows 
that against the $22,000 liabilities that he bas 
incurred he has suffered by these failures of 
others to the amount of over $54,000, a fact that 
can be clearly proved by his books, and on which 
he has not received one cent. He says his books 
are open to inspection by any respectable per- 


son. 

**WhileI sincerely regret that I have not been 
able to pay my creditors dollar for dollar,’ says 
Mr. Ketchum, “stil: I have done 46 per cent. 
better by them than I have been done by, and 
if any one will give me 20 cents on a dollar 
for this $54,000 of debts due and on which I have 
yet to receive the first penny I shall be glad to 
pay my back indebtedness in full.” 





FALLING SEVEN STORIES. 


——_—_~ 
A WORKMAN KILLED AT THE NEW PLAZA 
HOTEL IN FIFTY-NINTH-STREET. 


Phyfe & Campbell’s new Plaza Hofel, in 
Fifty-ninth-street, near Fifth-avenuo, is nearly 
completed, the roof being already on. Yester- 
day workmen were finishing up the interior, and 
on the seventh floor Dominic« Badaracco and 
John Lyons, laborers, were filling up a hole 
in the floor with fire bricks. The hole had been 
used to pass building materials through. The 
men stood on a strong scaffold of spruce timbers 
and planks, which rested on two iron floor beams, 
Close to where they were working was a shaft 
for a box. which brought up at each trip 600 
pounds of mortar. The rope which drew up 
and let down the box ran through a pulley block 
atthe roof andcame off a drum in the base- 
ment. Thomas Davis had charge of the engine 
in the basement and hoisted or lowered the box 
in response to bell signals. 

At 9:45 o’clock yesterday morning Badaracco 
or Lyons rang for mortar, and Davis started the 
box. When it reached the seventh floor it struck 
the scaffold on which the men were standing 80 
as to tilt it from the beams. As it began to fall 
toward the basement Lyons sprang and, catch- 
ing the mortar box, hung on and saved his life. 
The scaffold and Badaracco, who had a better 
chance of saving himself than Lyons, went 
crashing down to the basement. At the second 
floor Charles McCauley and Thomas Lenihan 
scaffold builders, were about to movea scaffold 
they had just constructed. The falling scaffold 
struck it, and carried itand the men down with 
Badaracco. Badaracco was dead when he was 
carried out of the cellar. Lenihan and McCau- 
ley, although buried under the wreck of the 
scaffolds, escaped with very severe bruises and 
cuts. The accident could not be accounted for. 
The machinery of the mortar box appeared to 
be in proper order, and Lyons said that he and 
Badaracco were not careless with the scaffold. 
Badaracco was married and lived at No. 152 
West Twenty-cighth-street. 





AFFIRMATION SUFFICIENT. 


THE REV. MR. NELSON OBJECTS TO ADMIN- 
ISTERING THE OATH TO WITNESSES. 

The Rev. 8S. G. Nelson addressed the 
Baptist Pastors yesterday morning on the sub- 
ject of “ The Oath as Generally Administered.” 
He said that the fundamental idea of laying the 
hand on the Bible was that God was looking 
down upon the swearer, and that eternal pun- 
ishment would be the penalty of falseswearing, 
but at the present date the prospect of eternal 
punishment did not restrain men in their 


anxiety fcr immediate sdvantage. Mr. Nelson 
therefore claimed that irreverence was pro- 
duced, and that the absence of regular punish- 
ment on this earth was an evil thing for a man’s 
conscience. Moreover, the upright man needs 
no oath, while the man without a conscience 
neglects his, and the only thing which restrains 
the latter is the immediate penalty at the hands 
of the law. 

Mr. Nelson thought that affirmation was suffi- 
cient, since the punishment for false testimony 
wasthesame as for perjury. He pointed out 
the inconsistency of the present state of the 
law, under which the atheist is permitted to 
affirm, but the Christian is expected to swear, 
while the same penalty attaches to false testi- 
mony on the part of either. He believed in 
“Swear not at all,” particularily when disrespect 
for the Bibie was engendered, as at present, An 
animated discussion followed the address. 





SAVED BY A THICK SHIRT. 

About 1:30 yesterday morning Charles 
Lee, a young man who keeps a liquor saloon at 
No. 80 Mechanic-street, Paterson, discovered his 
wife on the street, near the corner of Straight 
and Market streets, in company with William 
Allen, his former barkeeper. Lee urged his wife 
to leave Allen and go home and behave herself. 
He says she started to go home with him, when 
Allen, who was then standing on the other side 
of thestreet, drew a revolver and fired at him. 
The bullet grazed his wrist. Hethen started to 
cross the street toward Allen, when the latter 
fired a second shot, which missed him. When 
within 15feet of Allen a third shot was fired, 
which struck him in the pit of the abdomen. He 
went home and called in two physicians, who 
found the second wound a peculiar one. The 
bullet had penetrated Lee's clothing, but was 
checked on its way by a thick fold ino his shirt, 
so that it merely scratched the fiesh. Allen was 
arrested. He says Lee struck him first, and that 
he then fired the revolver in self-defense. The 
physicians regard it as extraordinary that Lee 
was not fatally wounded by the third shot. 





A NEW ART CLUB PROPOSED. 

A paper is in circulation, and already 
signed by several artists, looking to the forma- 
tion of anewart clubin this city. It is pro- 
posed to make the initiation fee $100 to the first 
1,000 members. This will afford sufficient means 
to put upa newclub building in a convenient 
neighborhood, with a suitable room for ex- 
hibitions having an entrance on the street. All 
members admitted after the first 1,000 will be 
charged $200 initiation. The dues will be $36a 
year. The constitution as contemplated isso 
drawn up that the governing power of the ciub 
will always remain in the hands of artists. There 
are only about 600 artists in the city, evenif all 
of them should join the club, so that there will 
be ample room for gentiemen from other pro- 
fessions desiring to ome members. The 
movement grew out of a meeting of artists to 
Giscuss some means of procuring better exhibi- 
tion and a larger sale of American pictures.

BARNUM’S GREAT SHOW.

JEMBO STUFFED A GREATER ATTRACTION 
THAN JUMBO ALIVE. 
Madison-Square Garden resounded with 
the blows of hammers yesterday afternoon, for 
an army of workmen was engaged in putting it 
in shape for the advent of the great Barnum 
circus, museum, and menagerie. The three 
rings had been built and the men were at work 
putting up the tiers of seats from which people 
will try to see ail that is going on in the three 
rings at once. The animals took their departure 
from Bridgeport on Sunday night and were 
comfortably ensconced in their new quarters 
yesterday. The tall, ungainly, morose-looking 


elephants stood inalong row in stalis on the 
south side of the Garden. Tho little elephants 
looked as it, like Topsy, they were **so wicked.” 
The camels gazed around with a supercilious 
expression, proving that they, like Pooh-Bah, 
were “born sneering.” The little trick ponies 
looked comfortable as they chewed hay and 
swished their tails at imaginary flies. At the 
east end of the Garden the lions were engaged 
ina grand roaring sweepstakes, kindly assisted 
by the mellifiuous grunts of a hippopotamus 
with a suspension bridge on his nose and an area 
of low barometric pressure in nis soul. 

A tapir with a section of fire engine hose fora 
nose stood in a dark corner and gazed upon the 
outer world with silent contempt, while-a lot of 
hyenas near by were.engaged in imitating alter- 
nately a saw mill and a horse fiddle. The mon- 
keys were holding a caucus to select delegates to 
attend a prize fight between a man-eater and a 
pink-nosed baboon. The congregation appeared 
to be in a very cheerful frame of mind, and pro- 
duced a series of unharmonic chords that would 
have mace a Wagnerite think he was listening 
to a sacred music drama in seven acts. 

In a canvas inclosure near by stood Jumbo, 
There is more of Jumbo dead than there was of 
him living.

PROPOSED SCHOOL LEGISLATION, 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION PROTESTING 
AGAINST PENDING BILLS. 
The Board of Education, at a special 
meeting yesterday, considered the two bills now 
before the Legislature affecting the educational 
department of this city. These bills, one of 
which is pending in each branch of the Legisla- 
ture, provide for the election of Commissioners 
of Common Schools on a general ticket—seven 
each year—to hold office for three years; give to 


the Board of Education, instead of to the Mayor, 
the power to appoint Inspectors, whose term of 
office shall be one year, instead of three; pro- 
vide for the appointment of three Trustees for 
each school district, instead of five for each 
ward, and change the term of Trustees to one 
year, instead of five. In addition the Senate bill 
provides for minority representation in the 
Board of Commissioners by limiting the number 
of names on each ballot to five. The Assembly 
bill lacks this feature. 

A committee’s report was presented recom- 
mending that the adoption of either of these 
bills be opposed on the ground that the present 
law is the best that has ever prevailed in this 
city, and much better than either of those now 
pending. The committee objected to the pro- 
posed change in the manner of choosing Com- 
missioners On the ground that it would open the 
way for partisan politics; to the shortening of 
the term of office of Inspectors because an In- 
spector can scarcely accomplish more than to 
become familiar with his duties in one year, and 
to the change in the number of Trustees, 
which would reduce the whole number from 
120 to 24, as not providing a_ sufficient 
number to fulfil! the duties. The committee ex- 
pressed the opinion, however, that a shortening 
of the Trustees’ term from five years to three 
would promote the interests of the schools. The 
committee reported resolutions embodying these 
opinions and providing that copies be sent to 
the Legislature. The board threw out the clause 
shortening the Trustees’ term, and tben the re- 
port and resolutions were adopted, and the 
President of the board and the same committee 
were authorized to go to Albany and appear to- 
day before the Assembly Committee on Cities. 





LIVES OF DISTINGUISHED MEN. 


GRANT’S SECOND VOLUME AND MEMOIRS OF 
THE POPE AND M’CLELLAN. 

The second volume of Gen. Grant’s per- 
sonal recollections will be ready for delivery 
about the first of May, the publishers, C. L. 
Webster & Co., having 41 presses now at work 
printing the first edition. Mr. Webster yester- 
day received advices from Rome to the effect 
that the Pope, whose memoirs the firm will pub- 


lish next year, is supervising and much inter- 
ested in the work now being prepared at the 
Vatican by Dr. Reilly. The Pope will write a 
letter, which will be reproduced in tac simile, 
stating that the work is published and prepared 
under bis supervision. Mr. Webster will soon visit 
ail the Catholic countries in Europe and South 
America to arrange for its publication there 
simultaneously with its appearance here. His 
presence in Rome was requested from the Vati- 
can in the letter received by him yesterday. 

This Winter the same firm will publish the 
memoirs of Gen. George Bb. McClellan, which 
were finished by him shortly before his death. 
He had two copies of these memoirs, one of 
which was stored in the vaults of a safe deposit 
company; the other was destroyed by fire when 
his residence at East Orange was burned. Gen. 
McClellan rewrote the memoirs, finished their 
editing, and placed them in his publishers’ hands 
just before his death. Mr. Webster thinks they 
willcreate a decided sensation, as he criticises 
the actions and motives of Secretary Stanton 
and Gen. Halieck very vigorously and in his 
usual outspoken way.

TO PREVENT PREFERENCES. 

John P. Gould, of this city, has started a 
movement to induce the Legislature to amend 
the assignment laws so as to prohibit prefer- 
ences, and the idea has been embodied in a bill 
by Lucas L. Van Allen, and was introduced by 


him in the Assembly on Feb. 23. It is claimed 
by the supporters of the new measure that the 
present assignment laws have damaged the 
credit system and the mercantile and other in- 
terests of the public. As the law now stands 
individuals and firms in anticipation of failure 
are permitted to assign their property with 
preferences to any creditor they may seiect. so 
that finally the property so assigned will revert 
to the insolvent debtor or some friend or rela- 
tive for sate keeping, leaving no provision for 
general creditors. To amend these evils the new 
measure prohibits preferences in any form ex- 
cept as wages to clerks, servants, and laborers, 
and these not to exceed $100 in any single case. 
Tne bill has the indorsement of Keli & Co., Louis 
Franks, E. S, Jaffray & Co., Garner & Co., Mills 
& Gibb, Goodyear Rubber Company, Delamater 
is Se apany, Passavant & Co., and McKesson 
Ds.

RESISTING AN ATTEMPT TO HAVE ITS 
: CHARTER MODIFIED. - 
The Committee on Streets of the Board 
wt Aldermen yesterday heard arguments on a 
resolution asking the Legislature to so modify the 
charter of the New-York Steam-Heating Com- 
pany as to prohibit it from using pressure 
greater than 40 pounds to the square inch, 
Charles E. Emery, manager of the Steam-Heat- 
ing Company, said that the present outcry was 
made by dissatisfied men who had once been em- 
ployed by the cOmpany.

As an answer to the charge that many of the 
discharged and striking employes were incom- 
petent, William O. Cloyes, one of the speakers 
against the company, submitted a letter signed 
by Mr. Emery and certifying to the character 
and efficiency of one of the ex-employes, Mr. 
Rickers. Mr. Emery asked the committee to re- 
tain the letter, but the members refused to ao 
so. The manager then said that the recommen- 
dation hai been obtained by trick and device, 
and that the man who obtained it was a scamp. 
Mr. Rickers answered this by saying that he was 
an older and a better engineer than Mr. Emery.

LULU MACY’S DEATH. 





OF A LIVELY DISPOSITION, BUT SHE OFTEN 
TALKED OF KILLING HERSELF,

At about 2 o'clock Lulu partly aroused him by 
lying down beside him, and he was fully awak- 
ened by hearing a clicking of something in her 
band. She was setting on the bed, and before he 
could put out his hand she raised the pistol to 
her head and fired. She fell back dead. r 
Rosseter claimed that he had not quarreled with 
the woman; in fact, he had never spoken a hard 
word to her since he first met her. 

Ruby C. West testified that the only troubles 
that Lulu Macy had were some financial diffi- 
culties. She was of a lively disposition, but had 
often remarked that she would kill herself. The 
body of the dead woman was sent to Holyoke, 
Mass., her former home, yesterday afternoon,
